Rosie 
comes out 
swingin'

T alk-show host Rosie O’Donnell 
finally came out of the closet on 
national television last Thursday, 
March 14, telling the world what 
many in the LGBT community have 
known for years - that she is a lesbian. 

O’Donnell, who has three adopted 
children and lives with her partner, 
Kelli Carpenter, said, “I don’t think 
America knows what a gay parent 
looks like: I am a gay parent.” 

The entertainer, whose sexual ori¬ 
entation was one of the industry’s 
biggest open secrets for years, was in¬ 
terviewed by Diane Sawyer on ABC’s 
Primetime show. O’Donnell was 
adamant that she’s never hidden her 
sexual orientation; friends were 
equally outspoken about O’Donnell 
never denying her lesbianism in a 
People magazine cover story that co¬ 
incided with the television interview. 

Actually, O’Donnell’s carefully or¬ 
chestrated coming-out process started 
last month, when Barbara Walters ca¬ 
sually mentioned it on her ABC show, 
The View. 

“Part of the reason why I’ve never 
said that 1 was gay until now was because 
I didn’t want that adjective assigned to 
my name for all eternity. You know, gay 
Rosie O’Donnell,” she told Sawyer. 

Much of last week’s two-hour pro¬ 
gram was devoted to the issue of gay 
adoption, focusing on a former Flori¬ 
da gay male couple who are fighting 
the state to adopt one of their five fos¬ 
ter children. O’Donnell, who main¬ 
tains a home in Florida, heard about 
that case and decided to come out in 
the hopes that she could use her 
celebrity to help overturn Florida’s 
ban on gay adoptions. 

O’Donnell was candid, at times 
funny, and honest during the interview. 

Locally, gay family advocates were 
generally pleased with O’Donnell’s 
performance. 

“I thought she did great,” Kate 
Kendell, executive director of the Na-

Gov. Davis instructs staff 
to review civil union law

overnor Gray Davis has instructed his 
staff to review how California could 
enact civil union leg¬ 
islation, the Bay Area 
Reporter has learned. 

While the staff working 
group likely will look at var¬ 
ious issues of concern to the 
gay community, its main pri¬ 
ority will be to analyze and 
review the issue of civil 
unions. Davis and his staff 
are in the process of selecting 
people to serve on the 12- to 
15-member panel that could 
meet as early as this summer. 

“I am establishing a task 
force to review what Ver¬ 
mont has done to find out if 
any of those measures are 
applicable to California,” Davis told the 
B.A.R. in an interview this week. “This is a 


relatively new concept. Vermont is the only 
place which has adopted it.” 

The move comes two months after a civil 
union bill introduced by Assemblyman Paul 
Koretz (D-West Hollywood) failed to move 
out of an Assembly commit¬ 
tee and was tabled. Koretz 
has vowed to push for the 
passage of civil union legis¬ 
lation for as long as he is in 
office. 

While surprised to hear 
about the staff working 
group, Koretz said it could 
only help move toward the 
creation of civil unions in 
the state. 

“I think the need for the 
bill is obvious and this will 
only help the bill pass,” said 
Koretz, who plans to reintro¬ 
duce his Family Protection 
Act in 2003. “At the same 
time I know the governor and legislators are 
not there yet: This is a very hopeful, a very 




Dog mauling defense 
bares teeth at SF gays

P rosecutors and sup¬ 
porters of dog-mauling 
victim Diane Whipple 
are fuming over a 
charge by defense lawyer 
Nedra Ruiz that lead prosecu¬ 
tor Jim Hammer hid evidence 
to “curry favor” with San 
Francisco’s gay community. 

During her closing argu¬ 
ment on Monday, March 18, 

Ruiz told jurors: “What is the 
prosecution’s excuse in keeping 
this evidence from you? Maybe 
he [Hammer] wants to curry 
favor from the homosexual 
and gay folks who were picket¬ 
ing 2398 Pacific [the apart¬ 
ment building where Whipple 
lived] and were demanding 
justice for Diane Whipple. 

Maybe that’s his motivation for 
hiding this from you.” 

As she spoke, Ruiz held a 
bag of Whipple’s shredded 
clothing. The bag also con¬ 
tained a piece of a sweatshirt 
sleeve that belonged to her 
client, Marjorie Knoller. That 
evidence bolsters Ruiz’s claim 
that Knoller acted heroically as she tried to 
fight off the dogs. 

Hammer strongly denied that he hid any 
evidence, telling reporters that on the contrary, 
he “stipulated” to the evidence, allowing it to 
be brought in without challenge. 

Knoller is being charged with second-de¬ 
gree murder and involuntary manslaughter. 
She was with her two Presa Canario dogs 
during the deadly January 26,2001 attack on

Whipple, her neighbor. Knoller’s husband, 
Robert Noel, faces involuntary manslaughter 
as his most serious charge. Each also faces a 
charge of keeping a mischievous animal that 
killed a human being. 

The executive director of the National 
Center for Lesbian Rights, Kate Kendell, told 
the Bay Area Reporter that Ruiz’s comments 
left her nearly speechless. Kendell is also one 
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positive development. I hope it will result in 
the passage of civil unions during the 2003- 
2004 session.” 

“I laud this as a fantastic step in protecting 
gay and lesbian families,” said Scott Svonkin, 
Koretz’s spokesman. “With the help of the ad¬ 
visory committee and its members, we 
should be able to take the necessary steps be-

Davis expected 
to sign order 
clarifying 
state's DP laws

N ext week, Governor Gray Davis is 
expected to sign an executive order 
clarifying the state’s laws regarding 
same-sex survivors of victims of violent 
crimes. Lawyers for the state are cur¬ 
rently drafting the document’s language. 

The move is in response to recent 
comments made by Kenneth Feinberg, 
special master of the federal Septem¬ 
ber 11 Victim Compensation Fund, 
who said he would rely on state laws in 
reviewing claims filed by same-sex or 
domestic partners of the victims. 

“The governor is looking at, will be 
taking some executive actions to hope¬ 
fully indicate to the special master in 
Washington that for the purposes of 
California law, these victims are cov¬ 
ered by our laws,” Eric C. Bauman, spe¬ 
cial assistant to the governor, told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “Obviously, he is 
concerned that somebody who is suf¬ 
fering from the loss of their partner is 
not cut out or left out in the cold.” 

To date, only one state resident is 
known to have lost their partner in the 
terror attacks. Novato resident Keith 
Bradkowski lost his longtime partner,

Breast cancer benefit dinner next Friday

T hree years ago, the board 
and staff at the AIDS Emer¬ 
gency Fund went forward 
with their plans to acknowledge 
women’s efforts during the AIDS 
crisis and provide low-income 
breast cancer patients with the 
same living expense assistance the 
organization had long provided to 
people with AIDS. Today, the 
Breast Cancer Emergency Fund is 
responsible for helping women 
with breast cancer to pay their 
phone and utility bills and obtain 
their necessary medical supplies, 
but it survives solely on volun¬ 
teers, donations, and fundraising 
like next Friday’s benefit dinner. 

On March 29 at 7 p.m., Sandy 
“Mama” Reinhardt, leather com¬ 


munity matriarch and last year’s 
Pride Parade grand marshal, will 
host the BCEF dinner along with 
AEF’s Peter Fiske. Appropriately 
entitled, “We Are Family: A Thank 
You to the Community,” the din¬ 
ner will take place at the Fort 
Mason Officer’s Club at Bay and 
Van Ness streets in the Marina 
District of San Francisco. The 
event will feature a silent auction, 
a three-course meal, and enter¬ 
tainment by Donna Sachet, Kath¬ 
leen Antonia, and Irene Soder- 
berg. Tickets are $75, and while 
last year’s dinner brought in 
$21,000, organizers are hoping to 
raise $10,000 in this current eco¬ 
nomic climate. BCEF, like AEF, 
tends to have a stellar fundraising 
record that gives 90 cents of every 
dollar raised directly to the people 
who need it. And if that weren’t 


reason enough to attend next 
week’s dinner, consider this: no 
other program in Northern Cali¬ 
fornia reliably covers non-medical 
costs or essential living expenses 
for low-income individuals with 
disabling breast cancer. 

Breast cancer is the most com¬ 
monly diagnosed cancer among 
Bay Area women, and is the lead¬ 
ing cause of death for California 
women aged 40 to 55. Over 40,000 
women per year in the United 
States die from the disease.

F emale-to-male transgenders 
and other female or inter- 
sexed born individuals ques¬ 
tioning their gender are invited to 
participate in two new support 
groups forming at New Leaf Ser¬ 
vices. Both groups will be led by 
respected therapist and author 
Patrick Califia, MFT. 

“Questioning Gender” will be 
an ongoing, drop-in therapy 
group for anyone born female or 
intersexed who is questioning 
gender. The group will focus on 
clarifying issues and supporting 
participants for any choice they 


make about their identities; all 
sexual orientations are welcome. 
An eight-week commitment is re¬ 
quested, with the option to attend 
additional sessions as needed. The 
time slot for the group is sched¬ 
uled for Wednesday nights from 
7-8 p.m. 

The therapy group for trans¬ 
men is for people who were not 
born male but have decided to live 
in an FTM/male identity. Testos¬ 
terone and surgery are not prereq¬ 
uisites to join this group, and 
again, all sexual orientations are 
welcome. The group will be a safe 
place to talk about the problems 
and rewards of being a transman. 
It will take place on Saturdays 


from noon until 1:30 p.m. 

New Leaf provides a complete 
range of services for transgender 
people, including letters for hor¬ 
mones and surgery where an out¬ 
side doctor requires it. Whether 
someone in the group would qual¬ 
ify, according to Califia, will be de¬ 
termined on a case by case basis. 

The therapy groups at New 
Leaf are looking to begin by the 
end of March or beginning of 
April. Fees are determined on a 
sliding scale according to income, 
and New Leaf does accept Medi- 
Cal. To join one of the groups, 
contact Patrick Califia at (415) 
626-7000, ext.

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Barebackers unswayed 
by safe sex messages

r or men who like to bareback, 
the physical and emotional 
motivations far outweigh the 
motivations for protecting their 
own health and their partner’s 
health, reports a new study con¬ 
ducted by the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. 

The findings suggest there is a 
need for innovative prevention 
strategies that specifically address 
the needs of this particular group 
of men and for continued research 
on microbicides, products that 
may prevent the spread of HIV, as 
an alternative for condoms. 

“These people are decidedly 
not using a condom, so any mes¬ 
sage focusing on condoms is not 
going to work. A whole new ap¬ 
proach is needed,” said CDC be¬ 
havioral scientist Gordon 
Mansergh, the lead author of the 
study. “We need prevention mes¬ 
sages that are not focusing on HIV 
but more with a healthy lifestyle 
approach.” 

The study, published in this 
month’s issue of AIDS and also 
presented at the National STD 


Conference in San Diego earlier 
this month, provides the first 
quantitative analysis of the socio¬ 
cultural phenomenon of bare- 
backing. 

In the San Francisco-based 
study, conducted from July 2000 
to February 2001, Mansergh and 
his colleagues surveyed 554 men 
who have sex with men (MSM) to 
gain a better understanding of the 
awareness, motivations, and con¬ 
text of barebacking. 

The authors defined bareback¬ 
ing as “intentional anal sex with¬ 
out a condom with men who are 
not a primary partner.” Of those 
surveyed, 390 men were aware of 
the term barebacking and, thus, 
considered more likely to be part 
of the barebacking phenomenon. 
Among these 390 men, 14 percent 
(53) reported barebacking in the 
past two years. 

When asked about their last 
barebacking encounter, many 
men reported partners of the 
same HIV serostatus. However, of 
the 28 HIV-infected men who had 
barebacked, 38 percent (13) re¬ 
ported insertive intercourse with 
a partner of different or unknown 
HIV serostatus. Of the 23 HIV- 


Free pride parade floats 
available to nonprofits

- 1 onprofit groups that have 
1 shied away from Pride Pa¬ 
rade participation in the 
past due to expenses have an in¬ 
centive to ride up Market Street 
this year, as the San Francisco 
LGBT Pride Committee has just 
purchased five float-ready trailers 
for community use. Two of the 
trailers will be used by the Pride 
Committee this year, but three 
trailers - already decorated with 
fringe, and complete with props 
like arches and risers - will be do¬ 
nated for nonprofits to use for the 
parade. 

The acquisition of the trailers 
- which range in size from 24 to 
30 feet long - came about when 
the owner of Ickler Productions of 
the East Bay decided to retire. Ick¬ 
ler had rented to many Pride Pa¬ 
rade participants in the past, and 
“We were anxious about the fact 
that there are very few people with 
this equipment in the Bay Area,” 
according to Pride Executive Di¬ 
rector Teddy Witherington. “We 
didn’t want to see a monopoly on 
the equipment and we wanted to 
make sure our parade and others 
had access.” 

The Pride Committee spent 
$30,000 on the trailers, an invest¬ 
ment that Witherington believes 
will pay for itself, as the trailers 
will also be rented to other pa¬ 
rades at a discounted cost. The 


trailers are currently kept in 
Gilroy, but will be moved to Pier 
45 in San Francisco at the end of 
May, where they will remain until 
the parade on Sunday, June 30. 

The cost of building a float can 
run up to $6,000, once truck rentals 
and decorations are factored in. But 
three lucky groups this year will 
enjoy their own float at little to no 
cost at all. Eligible groups will be 
chosen on the basis of a design con¬ 
test, with applications and guide¬ 
lines available online. 

“We’re holding a contest so 
that at least three groups can sub¬ 
mit to us their creative visions and 
get the chance to propel their vi¬ 
sion of who they are,” said With¬ 
erington. 

To be eligible to enter the con¬ 
test the applicant must be a Bay 
Area nonprofit organization 
whose mission involves services to 
the lesbian, gay, bisexual, trans¬ 
gender community and/or people 
living with HIV and AIDS or pos¬ 
itive outreach/education to the 
general public about those issues. 
In addition, a minimum of five 
volunteers from the organization 
must work on the construction of 
the float, and a minimum of six 
wheel monitors must be supplied 
on the parade route. 

The closing date for the design 
contest is Monday, April 15. The 
designs will be reviewed and a de¬ 
cision will be made in early May.

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negative men who had bare¬ 
backed, 39 percent (9) reported 
receptive intercourse with a part¬ 
ner of different or unknown HIV 
serostatus. 

Greater physical stimulation 
and emotional connectedness 
with a partner were given as the 
top reasons for barebacking. Ad¬ 
ditionally, 19 percent of men who 
had barebacked agreed that im¬ 
proved treatments caused them to 
have more unprotected sex and 58 
percent (30) reported being drunk 
or high during their last bare¬ 
backing encounter. 

“Mentally, I already feel I have 
caught the worst of the disease so 
my precaution level is optional. 
Why give up the physical aspect of 
(sex) when I already have HIV?” 
said one HIV-positive 33-year-old 
San Francisco resident who fre¬ 
quently barebacks. 

While the man said he would 
probably use a microbicide to 
protect himself from being rein¬ 
fected or infecting his partner, the 
man said he could only think of 
one reason why he would stop 
barebacking. 

“If they come up with a sexual 
disease that instantly kills you, 
then yes, but other than that, no,” 
he said. “I would think I would use 
a microbicide as long as there are 
no side effects like irritated skin.” 

The study found that more 
barebackers than non-barebackers 
said they would be willing to use, 
without a condom, a future rectal 
microbicide lubricant that was only 
50 percent effective in preventing 
HIV infection. Seventy-five percent 
of bareback bottoms and 79 per¬ 
cent of bareback tops said they 
would use such a product. 

While clinical trials are being 
conducted on such products, cur¬ 
rently there is nothing available on 
the market. In the meantime, 
Mansergh said prevention mes¬ 
sages should be targeted for two 
separate audiences: those men who 
do bareback and those men who 
are contemplating barebacking. 

“We have found there are more 
multiple needs with these guys 
and we need to look at interven¬ 
tions that can address that,” he 
said. “It is something that is very 
different from what is done now.” 

As the operators of www.bare- 
backcity.com state on their Web 
site, “We are here for those who 
want to live this lifestyle, and don’t 
feel that they fit in to the ‘safe-sex 
world.’” V

Spring Fling’ in San Francisco 


AIDS researchers 
call for drastic changes 
in HIV prevention

A n advertisement shows a 
healthy looking man rock 
climbing. The caption 
above the man reads: “I hope 
there is a Port-O-Potty up there.” 

The side effects of HIV med¬ 
ications are also listed, including 
diarrhea. Aside this is a photo of a 
toilet, with the tagline “HIV is on 
the rise. Don’t be part of the sec¬ 
ond wave.” 

Where can you see such truth 
in advertising? Nowhere. 

And that is part of the reason 
why HIV infections continue to 
increase among gay and bisexual 
men across the country, said Dr. 
Tom Coates, a leader in HIV pre¬ 
vention and AIDS studies. 

“We don’t see ads like this out 
and about anymore in the Castro. 
We need prevention ads that make 
people think,” said Coates. 

Coates showed the doctored ad 
- a take on an advertisement for 
an HIV medication that depicted 
a group of HIV-positive men rock 
climbing - during an HIV treat¬ 
ment update forum Tuesday, 
March 19. 

Along with a return to 
provocative messages, Coates said 
the gay community has to change 
its attitudes toward people who 
are HIV-positive. 

“We are so used to thinking of 
HIV-positive people as the vic¬ 


tims, we are afraid to think of an 
HIV-positive person as responsi¬ 
ble,” said Coates, who is HIV-pos¬ 
itive. “Why do we tolerate people 
who are HIV-positive and spread¬ 
ing the disease?” 

Coates spoke to more than 100 
people gathered at the University 
of California, San Francisco cam¬ 
pus to hear about the latest 
HIV/AIDS research and treat¬ 
ments. When asked why the Cas¬ 
tro is devoid of in-your-face AIDS 
advertising, he blamed the city’s 
various AIDS agencies for not 
running the ads anymore. 

“Talk to the [San Francisco] 
AIDS Foundation, Stop AIDS and 
the city’s health department. I 
think they are being irresponsi¬ 
ble,” responded Coates. 

Coates first expressed his exas¬ 
peration with the gay communi¬ 
ty’s attitudes toward safe-sex and 
prevention last fall in an interview 
with Gay.com. In the interview, he 
suggested it may be time to end 
prevention programs. 

His frustration was still appar¬ 
ent this week. 

“Why not? I am willing to try 
anything at this point,” he re¬ 
sponded to a question on starting 
a condom exchange program. 

Dr. Marcus Conant, founder of 
the Conant Foundation, echoed 
Coates’s comments that preven¬ 
tion is not working in the March 
edition of his foundation’s 
newsletter. 


“Traditional public health pre¬ 
vention methods are not work¬ 
ing,” wrote Conant, who discussed 
the newsletter’s contents at the 
forum. “If we cannot control the 
rate of new HIV infections in San 
Francisco, the best informed, best 
educated and most affluent at-risk 
group in the world, we will not be 
able to stop the global pandemic.” 

Also discussed at the forum is 
the ballooning epidemic of he¬ 
patitis C, with 4 million people al¬ 
ready infected. 

“I think we are already too 
late,” said Dr. Michelle Roland, 
with UCSF’s Positive Health Pro¬ 
gram. “We need to be proactive to 
meet the needs of people infected 
with hep C. It is a far worse epi¬ 
demic than we have with HIV.” 

Unlike hepatitis A and B, there 
is no vaccine yet for hepatitis C. 
Nor do health officials fully un¬ 
derstand how the disease is being 
transmitted. 

“I don’t know,” responded 
Roland when asked how easy it is 
to contract hepatitis C sexually. 

The researchers stressed the 
need for people to get vaccinated 
for hepatitis A and B, practice safe 
sex, and talk about HIV and AIDS 
with their sexual partners. 

“Prevention has got to go back 
to the community. The communi¬ 
ty has got to say it is not okay to 
spread HIV,” said Coates. “Until 
that is done, nothing is going to 
change.” V

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AIDS advocate Jeff Getty 
retires from activism

A fter 15 years of battling the 
medical, pharmaceutical, 
and governmental estab¬ 
lishments so that people with 
HIV/AIDS could access affordable 
and effective treatments, Jeff Getty 
has announced his retirement 
from activism. 

Getty, 45, who spent most of 
his activist years in San Francisco 
and now splits his time between 
Palm Springs and the Bay Area, 
said the decision to retire was a 
personal one, based on his health 
but also rooted in his belief that it 
is time to move on with his per¬ 
sonal journey. 

“I spent the last 15 years trying 
to keep myself and others alive, 
and through all the anger and 
frustration, the lesson I’ve learned 
is that we cannot turn our backs 
on sick people,” said Getty. “Now I 
feel it its time for me to learn the 
next lesson.” 

Getty cited his own health 
complications from the stress in¬ 
volved with taking on activism 
projects, but he also said he want¬ 
ed to pave the way for others to 
take on leadership roles. 

“When the community sees 
the same person on television and 
in the media over and over, they 
start to wonder whether he’s 
doing it to be in the spotlight,” he 
explained. “The messages need to 
be heard without people second- 
guessing them.” 

Perhaps best known for receiv¬ 
ing a bone marrow transplant 
from a baboon in an unsuccessful 
experimental AIDS operation in 
1995, Getty also was instrumental, 
along with Assemblywoman Car¬ 
ole Migden (D-San Francisco), in 
the effort to secure funding for the 
University of California to devel¬ 
op an organ transplant program 
for people with HIV. His most re-

cent accomplishments include 
getting drug companies to prac¬ 
tice truth in advertising by toning 
down their depictions of people 
with HIV climbing mountains, 
and persuading the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors to re-enforce 
San Francisco’s law requiring 
shopkeepers to post warnings on 
the dangers of poppers and HIV 
transmission. 

During his many years of lead¬ 
ing demonstrations locally and 
nationally, Getty was also an inte¬ 
gral part of ACT UP/Golden Gate, 
which later became Survive AIDS. 

What his retirement means, 
according to Getty, is that he will 
no longer take an active role when 
it comes to advocacy projects. He 
will, however, continue to advise 
people on their personal and po¬ 
litical battles. 

“Part of what kept me doing 
this for as long as I have is all the 
phone calls I would receive from 
people who desperately needed 
transplants,” said Getty. “I would 


never turn my back on a sick per¬ 
son. But the door is open now for 
transplants, and while I will talk to 
people and help them with their 
strategies and choices, it’s time for 
others to step in.” 

Other activists, acknowledged 
Getty, may be difficult to recruit in 
a climate that does not harbor as 
much fear around HIV/AIDS. But 
he does predict a reinvigoration of 
activism when healthcare cuts and 
long-term HIV drug use lead to a 
new wave of crises, including 
many more AIDS deaths. 

“You can see the writing on the 
wall: long-term HIV treatment 
use is just as dangerous as having 
HIV. The drugs bought us time, 
but that time is running out,” said 
Getty, recalling a recent visit to a 
hot tub where three gay men in 
their 40s were all discussing the 
heart attacks they had suffered. 
Also on the horizon, he said, will 
be the effects of HMO cuts. “Every 
year we’re losing ground, and have 
to fight for our medicines to be in¬ 
cluded on formularies.” 

But Getty doesn’t think that 
new activists will be recruited eas¬ 
ily; many longtime activists are 
now on “AIDS Inc.” payrolls, 
working for organizations that 
Getty believes “won’t jump in and 
demand better treatments. They’ll 
send you a newsletter telling you 
you’re going to die, but they won’t 
be willing to get arrested to keep 
you alive.” 

His years as a front-and-center 
activist, while over, were not for 
naught, as many people with HIV 
can attest. 

“I have received a lot of mes¬ 
sages of love and support, which 
in a lot of ways kept me going,” he 
said. 

But for now, Getty will con¬ 
centrate on his own future, and 
hope - especially as the face of 
AIDS care changes - that others 
will step in to fill his shoes. ▼

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Coming out, blaming gays 


R osie O’Donnell’s carefully choreo¬ 
graphed public coming out on nation¬ 
al television last week was - as most in 
the community will attest - better late than 
never. We were somewhat cynical before 
watching her interview; after all, we’d known 
for years that she was living with a woman. 
We felt that O’Donnell should have come out 
long ago, not just before the release of her 
book and before the end of her television talk 
show, which is scheduled to wrap in May. 

But we were pleasantly surprised at O’¬ 
Donnell’s candor, humor, and honesty dur¬ 
ing the interview. She wanted America to 
know that she is a good parent to her three 
adopted children, and that she is a gay par¬ 
ent. O’Donnell used the interview to push for 
equal rights for gays and lesbians to adopt 
children in states such as Florida, which bans 
the practice, although state officials appar¬ 
ently feel that gays and lesbians can be foster 
parents. (O’Donnell and her partner main¬ 
tain a home in the Sunshine State, though 
she adopted her children in other states that 
don’t prohibit gays from adopting.) 

And, while we cringed along with other 
gays and lesbians watching the show when 
O’Donnell said she hoped her own children 
would grow up straight, we could plainly see 
that she was attempting to play to middle 
America with her response. That was probably 
the only down side of her interview, and we 
agree with others who believe that eventually 
O’Donnell will come to regret the remark. 

Regardless of that comment, we applaud 
O’Donnell’s decision to go public and if she 
can help put a face on gay parenting, so 
much the better. Being gay, O’Donnell said, 
does not make someone a bad parent. And 
while children of gay parents can face 
ridicule from their peers, O’Donnell thinks 
they can get past that. 

Now if only adults could get past their 
homophobia and realize that gays are lov¬ 
ing, supportive parents, just like their het¬ 
erosexual counterparts. 

At the other end of the spectrum is this 
week’s revelation from Nedra Ruiz, the de¬ 
fense attorney representing Marjorie 
Knoller in the dog-mauling trial, that pros¬ 
ecutors took the case to “curry favor of the 
homosexual and gay folks” in San Francisco. 


The victim in the case, Diane Whipple, was 
a lesbian and her longtime partner, Sharon 
Smith, has been repeatedly attacked by Ruiz 
during the trial - both in and out of the Los 
Angeles courtroom. 

Ruiz’s attacks on Smith in par¬ 
ticular and the gay community in 
general are an outrage. The case, , 
which went to the jury Tuesday 
morning after several weeks of 
testimony, is about justice for 
Whipple and holding the caretakers of 
two vicious dogs responsible for the 
fatal mauling. 

While Ruiz has every right 
to mount a vigorous defense 
on behalf of her client, she has 
demonstrated repeatedly during the trial 
that she is more about theatrics and blam¬ 
ing the victim. Prosecutor Jim Hammer was 
wise not to respond to Ruiz’s latest diatribe. 
And we are confident that the jury will see 
through her flimsy attempts to turn the case 
into one about the gay community. It is not. 

Knoller, facing a second-degree murder 


charge, and her husband Robert Noel (also a 
defendant in the case but on lesser charges) 
have only themselves to blame for their poor 
public image. Neither have shown remorse 
for Whipple’s tragic death, apart from 
Knoller’s brief emotional outburst on 
the witness stand. Funny, she didn’t 
shed a tear when she went on nation¬ 
al television just after the attack. 

Finally, we need to correct some¬ 
thing we mentioned last week in this 
space about the eligibility of sur¬ 
vivors of same-sex couples to 
apply for the federal victims 
compensation fund. It now ap¬ 
pears that the executive order 
issued last fall by New York Governor 
George Pataki does not apply to the sur¬ 
vivors in that state for purposes of receiving 
federal compensation. That said, we stand 
by the editorial. It now seems that it will be 
an uphill battle for same-sex survivors to 
become eligible for federal compensation 
no matter where they live. ▼ 




Vermont medical pot update: 
A hero prepares to betray us

T o gay, lesbian, and bisexual Americans, 
Vermont Governor Howard Dean is a 
hero - and deservedly so. When the 
religious right fought a desperate battle to 
stop Vermont’s civil unions law, Governor 
Dean stood firm for what he believed was 
right. In large part because of this man’s 
courage, same-sex couples have the same 
rights as heterosexual couples under Ver¬ 
mont law. 

But right now all signs are that Governor 
Dean is preparing to betray our brothers 
and sisters with AIDS. It is up to us to 
change his mind. 

On March 15 the Vermont House of 
Representatives passed H. 645, which would 
protect seriously ill patients from the possi¬ 
bility of arrest and jail for using medical 
marijuana with their doctors’ recommen¬ 
dation. The 82-59 vote was particularly his¬ 
toric because it marked the first time a Re- 
publican-controlled legislative house has 
passed a medical marijuana law. 

This should have been the hardest step, 
since Vermont’s Senate is controlled by the 
Democrats, who have historically been 
more open-minded than Republicans about 
medical marijuana. But Dean is also a De¬ 
mocrat, and a hard-line opponent of any 
liberalization of marijuana laws, even for 
medical use. Word around the Statehouse is 
that Dean is leaning on Democratic sena¬ 
tors to kill the bill or bottle it up in com¬ 
mittee, so that he won’t have to veto it. 


A veto would be politically inconvenient, 
since a recent poll showed that three-quar¬ 
ters of Vermont voters want to legalize med¬ 
ical marijuana for the seriously ill. But if the 
bill does pass, a veto by Dean is considered 
a strong possibility. 

That would be a tragedy for Vermonters 
with AIDS or other serious illnesses. In 
our community, we have seen the ben¬ 
efits of medical marijuana again and 
again. We’ve seen it help people 
with wasting syndrome eat enough 
to stay alive. More recently, mari¬ 
juana has helped thousands cope 
with the nausea and lack of ap¬ 
petite that is often caused by 
the unforgiving anti-HIV 
drug cocktails they must 
take to keep their virus in 
check. 

My friend Mary is typical. After a dozen 
years of fighting HIV she says bluntly, “I’m 
alive because of medical marijuana.” With¬ 
out it, the side effects of her medications 
would be intolerable. 

Mary is lucky: She lives in California, 
which legalized medical use of marijuana in 
1996. But last October federal agents shut 
down the medical cannabis co-op where 
Mary received her supply safely. Until she 
found a safe alternative source she had to do 
without - and lost 12 pounds in three 
weeks. 

As the full-page ad that appeared in the 
March 6 New York Times showed, medical 
marijuana is no longer a fringe issue. It is 
supported by everyone from Walter 


Cronkite to the American Public Health As¬ 
sociation, not to mention the National As¬ 
sociation of People With AIDS and such es¬ 
teemed physicians as former U.S. Surgeon 
General Dr. Joycelyn Elders and noted AIDS 
researcher Dr. Michael Saag. 

Governor Dean is a physician himself. 
He should listen to the voices of his col¬ 
leagues as well as those of the sick and the 
people who care for them. He must remem¬ 
ber the ancient physician’s credo: First, 
_ do no harm. Killing H. 645 - 
whether it’s done by public veto 
or private stealth - would do im¬ 
mense harm.

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Honesty is best 

Paula Martinac [“About the ‘P’ word,” Lesbian No¬ 
tions, March 14], is right when she notes that positive 
views toward adult-youth relationships have been a 
staple of gay literature, and when she sees an incon¬ 
sistency between gay males’ (private) veneration of in- 
tergenerational romance and their (public) dissoci¬ 
ation from the dreaded “P” word. But she is wrong 
when she implies that there is some political nirvana 
to be reached by condemning all adult/youth rela¬ 
tionships irrespective of the actual experiences of 
those who took part. 

She attributes gay men’s too-approving attitudes 
to “ignorance.” I write as a man who first became sex¬ 
ually active with older men at age 12, voluntarily. 
More than 20 years later I still regard the experience as 
positive both in affect (feeling) and effect, and I know 
others who can say the same. 

I have also studied the subject, interested in its spe¬ 
cial qualities as a hot-button political issue. As it turns 
out, there are no empirical studies that show sexual 
experience to be harmful to boys of any age, except 
when force or coercion are specifically reported as 
part of the experience. And what’s more, even when 
the coercive cases are factored in, the research shows 
that most boys do not feel negatively about their sex¬ 
ual experiences with adults even years later. Those re¬ 
ports which imply that sex is harmful to boys do so 
only by observing the outcomes of non-consensual 
experiences and improperly generalizing them (in 
fact, most of the over generalizing is done 
by studying only girls in treatment settings 
and applying the results to all cases, in¬ 
cluding boys). I can happily name a 
dozen examples if asked. And I can name 
several studies that looked closely at boys’ 
consensual experiences and found them 
harmless. 

It is true that girls’ experiences, on 
average, differ markedly and tend to be 
both coercive (in about half of all cases) and negative 
(in about 70-80 percent of all cases) - a difference that 
might explain the large perceptual gap between Mar¬ 
tinac and the gay men she chastises. 

I believe that honesty is the best policy. In a good 
many cases, those gay men who demur to join the 
chorus of clucking about “pedophilia,” or who draw a 
distinction between different types of experiences, are 
being true to themselves, the memory of who they 
were as youths, and to the real experiences of people 
they know. I wish more gay men, and lesbians, would 
have the courage to be so honest.

We saw first-hand the damage and destruction 
brought on the lives of some of the young people we 
served at the hands of adults who exploited their 
youth and naivete. Oftentimes the youth preyed upon 
were the most vulnerable of the vulnerable - kids 
kicked out of their homes by parents and family - 
who were so desperately seeking approval, care, and 
validation from adults to replace that lost from their 
parents. 

No, this is not a subject many in our community 
would like to address, but it must be in order to fos¬ 
ter a dialogue which will hopefully bring about its 
end. Like other sensitive topics like domestic violence 
and unsafe sex practices, many in our community fear 
a backlash if we air our “dirty laundry.” But we all 
know that saying nothing brings about even worse re¬ 
sults. 

I applaud Martinac for her courage, and it is my 
hope that this small note will be repeated many more 
times over and outnumber any negative feedback she 
might receive.

Political committees victories 

I enjoyed reading Katie Szymanski’s article 
“Queers elected to SF political committees” [March 
14] because I put a lot of work and enthusiasm into 
helping elect our mostly “first-timer/grassroots” can¬ 
didates for the Democratic County Central Commit¬ 
tee’s (DCCC) progressive reform slate of the Harvey 
Milk LGBT Democratic Club. 

San Francisco, the most liberal among the coun¬ 
try’s major cities, has a majority non-white popula¬ 
tion. It is an almost “one-party city.” An election 
analysis of the DCCC is relevant for understanding 
future political trends in the city. It controls local en¬ 
dorsements and therefore who gets elected in S.F. The 
DCCC used to serve as one of the most important 
conduits for soft money for machine politics in SF - 


until two years ago when the first wave of progressive 
reformers won seats and started the change, with the 
support of the Milk Club. 

This time, the slate backed by the Milk Club won 
nine seats in District 13 and four in District 12, re¬ 
placing the majority of the DCCC (representatives of 
political consultants, soft money, and negative cam¬ 
paigning) with an even stronger progressive presence 
than before. 

Given the all-pervasive climate of bigotry, racism, 
and xenophobia that arose in the U.S. after September 
11 (evident in San Francisco with the recent strong 
defeat of Proposition C which would’ve allowed non- 
U.S. citizens to serve on commissions) it was not a 
minor accomplishment that we helped elect a truly 
diverse slate that includes two African Americans, two 
Asians, and one Latino. This group is not only ethni¬ 
cally diverse but also inclusive in terms of gender, age, 
and sexual orientation (with women, youth, seniors, 
and queers represented). 

The message is very clear: a new wave of “progres- 
sive-at-heart” candidates that will redefine the ideo¬ 
logical balance and direction of the DCCC. 

Comparing this group with the central commit¬ 
tees of the other parties in San Francisco, you find that 
the other parties have almost no representation of 
ethnic and sexual minorities. What is even more para¬ 
doxical and more important is if you compare the po¬ 
litical history and activism of the DCCC’s recently 
elected group with the others, it is evident that this 
committee is by far the most radical (by pro¬ 
gressive standards) official political club in 
| the city. 

Perhaps this sort of thing doesn’t hap¬ 
pen anywhere else but in this city. It is San 
Francisco, after all! That’s why I live here. 
As a queer activist and immigrant 
from Argentina who considers S.F. one 
of the few places in the U.S. where it is 
safer to be a “color naturalized Ameri¬ 
can citizen,” these recent achievements of 
the Milk Club are a good reason for personal joy and 
political pride.

Reduced to incrementalism 

I read with dismay Dale Carpenter’s column (“The 
myth of transgender Stonewall,” March 7). I leave to 
my colleagues in other fields the historicity of any 
group’s participation in the events of 1969. My dis¬ 
may rests with Carpenter’s desire to chastise legisla¬ 
tive efforts to include protections for transgender peo¬ 
ple and others. 

I acknowledge with regret the political climate in 
the U.S. that has reduced us to tactics of incremental¬ 
ism. Certainly, Mr. Carpenter, drafting legislation is 
an “immensely complicated” task. However, I am 
weary of individuals who claim the challenges of ef¬ 
fective coalition building as a wedge to dismiss re¬ 
peatedly the needs of some of our most vulnerable. 

Not so long ago, same-sex orientation was un¬ 
questionably sufficient grounds to withhold a seat at 
the table. Now that some of us can afford to be ex¬ 
plicit about the lives we lead while ascending(?) into 
the mainstream of the middle class, how quick we are 
to round on former allies and deny the needs of those 
further down the hill. To deploy “gay white racists” is 
a rhetorical device simply not worthy of comment. I 
only hope Carpenter’s law students don’t draft briefs 
with that sort of specious reasoning. 

As Carpenter should know, just because it’s law 
doesn’t make it just. We still live with Bowers v. Hard¬ 
wick, leaving aside the issue of state sodomy statutes. 
Thus, to curry favor from power behooves us not at 
all. So divided, so we remain conquered. An inclusive 
progressive agenda cannot advance if we surrender to 
the petty competition of identity politics, as Patricia 
Hill Collins reminds us. Frankly, I do not want to 
claim privileges consciously bought on the backs of 
other people’s dignity.

Carpenter’s ‘Big Lie’ 

N.A. Diaman correctly states that “Stonewall was 
not the beginning of gay liberation.” [“Keep the record 
gay,” Mailstrom, March 14]. The earliest known U.S. 
demonstration for queer rights was co-sponsored by 
the Homosexual League of New York, on 19 Septem¬ 
ber 1964, outside a military induction center in Man¬ 
hattan (see: Becoming Visible). Pickets included gay 
men, lesbians, bisexuals, and others; mostly anar¬ 
chists, liberals, and humanists.

Context for AIDS bowling nights 

As a volunteer in our community, I am compelled 
to write in response to the Citizens Against Govern¬ 
ment Waste’s mischaracterization of the AIDS Health 
Project in the article “AIDS agencies receive vitupera¬ 
tive Valentine,” [February 21 ]. The broad-brush accu¬ 
sations made in the report from Citizens Against Gov¬ 
ernment Waste misrepresent the facts; the AHP does 
not misuse federal funds. AIDS service organizations 
must manage their array of services utilizing many 
fund sources to serve their communities. With par¬ 
ticular reference to the AHP, the bulk of its services 
are directly related to their psychosocial services mis¬ 
sion. No federal funds are utilized for the social activ¬ 
ities described in the article or report mentioned; the 
report writers were misled for activist purposes. 

With regard to the AHP social events mentioned 
like bowling nights, please allow me to provide some 
perspective and context. Service organizations are 
now required by funding agencies to provide “cultur¬ 
ally competent” services. In my view, these limited so¬ 
cial events are an appropriate addition to AHP HIV 
counseling and group services in that they provide the 
opportunity for individuals at risk to build commu¬ 
nity. Much the same as bingo nights provide seniors 
an opportunity to interact and have social relation¬ 
ships, I believe it is culturally competent for the AHP 
to fund bowling nights as an adjunct service to the at- 
risk community. These events provide an opportuni¬ 
ty for gay men to socialize and establish belonging in 
their community and it provides an alternative to 
many other potentially self-destructive behaviors if 


they are left feeling isolated in the community. We all 
deal with our personal reactions to the homophobia 
we have historically faced in our lives, some better 
than others. I think it is admirable that the AHP pro¬ 
vides these additional events for its clients in an effort 
to assist individuals in building positive lifestyles in 
the face of living with HIV or in facing the risk of in¬ 
fection. 

In the future, please make more of an effort to re¬ 
search reports before they are utilized as newsworthy. 
In accepting this “red herring” as truth, you have been 
manipulated into further supporting false insinua¬ 
tions that may result in a general reduction in much 
needed federal funds for AIDS treatment services to 
the community at large.

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Gays and minorities 
do well in the primary

M ays, Asian Americans, Lati- 
^ - nos, and women candidates 
-1 did well in state Senate and 
Assembly races in this month’s 
primary election. 

Gay men, thanks to Mark 
Leno (13th Assembly District) 
and John Laird (27th Assembly

District) are all but certain to hold 
two seats in the next Legislature, a 
far cry from a few years ago when 
Santa Monica’s Sheila Kuehl 
(now a state senator) was the lone 
member of the LGBT community 
in the Legislature. There are now 
three lesbians in the Assembly, 
though one, Carole Migden (D- 
San Francisco) is termed out and 
will likely be replaced by Leno. 

Latinos, who reportedly repre¬ 
sent nearly one-third of the state’s 
residents, should increase their 
numbers in the next 120-member 
Legislature to 27, up one from the 
current number, and, incidentally, 
a significant gain from only seven 
Latino legislators a decade ago. De¬ 
mocratic Latinos should gain three 
seats in the November election, 
raising their numbers in the Senate 
to nine and to 16 in the Assembly. 
Latino Republicans, by contrast, 
will likely lose two of their four 
current state Senate seats. 

Asian Americans, now with 
about 11 percent of the state’s 
population, could raise their rep¬ 
resentation in the next Legislature 
from four to six after the Novem¬ 
ber election. One of those is San 
Francisco Supervisor Leland Yee, 
an educator who was born in 
China, who is the nominee in the 
12th District, which is heavily De¬ 
mocratic and dominated by Asian 
Americans. Also, in the 10th As¬ 
sembly District race (Amador 
County), Lodi Mayor Alan 
Nakanishi, a conservative Repub¬ 
lican, is his party’s nominee 
against a Latino Democrat, 
Katherine Maestas. 

Women candidates did fairly 
well on March 5 as well; they ex¬ 
pect to claim four new legislative 
seats in November, adding to the 
current 34 seats they now hold. 

Politics and people 

Primary colors: The defeat of 
Proposition 45, on March 5, which 
would have extended term limits, 
means, of course, that San Francis¬ 
co state Senator John Burton (D) 
will definitely be leaving his Sacra¬ 
mento job in 2004. The guessing 
game is already under way as to 
who and how many candidates 
there will be among Democrats 
running to replace him. Some of 
the names being mentioned early 
include Mayor Willie Brown, Ca¬ 
role Migden, former mayors Art 
Agnos and Frank Jordan, former 
Marin Assemblywoman Kerry 


Mazzoni, and attorney Chris 
Moscone. One interesting rumor 
even has Supervisor Gavin New¬ 
som being urged by supporters to 
forsake the mayor’s race and run 
for Burton’s Senate seat instead. 
I’ve not spoken with any of the 
above-mentioned, but would 
probably bet even money on the 
following: Mayor Brown won’t 
run; Migden might (but she has a 
hell of a lot of political fence- 
mending to do first); Agnos and 
Jordan would be serious candi¬ 
dates if they ran. Look for 
a couple of serious - and 
maybe surprising - candi¬ 
dates to come out of 
Marin in addition to 
Mazzoni (Assembly- 
man Joe Nation?), 
and, yes, I’d definitely 
keep an eye on 
young 

Moscone, a lik¬ 
able guy with a 
famous San Francisco political 
name who happens to live in 
Marin County. 

As for John Burton? Well, he 
won’t run for San Francisco 
mayor, but will remain president 
pro tern of the Senate for the next 
two years - that’s when the fun be¬ 
gins in Sacramento to see who re¬ 
places him in his powerful state 
Senate leadership post. Several 
names are being mentioned al¬ 
ready and state Senator Sheila 
Kuehl (D-Santa Monica), the only 
lesbian in the upper chamber, is 
said to be already quietly cam¬ 
paigning for the job and is consid¬ 
ered an early favorite to replace 
Burton in that position. 

Have you figured out the in¬ 
stant runoff thing (Proposition A) 
yet? The old system required the 
two top vote recipients in a multi¬ 
candidate race (local races only) 
to enter a runoff election five 
weeks later if no one received 
more than 50 percent of the vote. 
The new law (Proposition A) that 
was passed on March 5 requires 
voters to rank their first, second, 
and third choices, again, in local 
races only. If no one gets at least 
50 percent, the candidate with the 
fewest first-place votes is eliminat¬ 
ed. All the people who voted for 
that losing candidate then see 
their votes recast in favor of their 
second choice. The lowest-tallying 
candidate in each round is elimi¬ 
nated, and the process repeats 
until a majority is won. Depend¬ 
ing on how quickly local election 
officials can install the necessary 
computer program, the new sys¬ 
tem could (but not likely) be used 
as early as this November. It 
should be emphasized, however, 
that the system will be applied 
only to local races and will not 
apply to statewide, congressional, 
or legislative contests. 

No doubt about it, Gray Davis’s 
chief campaign consultant, Garry 
South, has everyone talking about 
how brilliantly he pulled off the 
California Republican gubernator¬ 
ial primary upset by destroying the 
Richard Riordan candidacy in 
favor of the right wing Bill Simon. 
Even Newsweek did a full-page fea¬ 
ture on South last week, saying that 
Riordan, George W. Bush’s per¬ 
sonal choice for the GOP nomina¬ 
tion, was little more than “chum in 
the waters patrolled by Davis’s po¬ 
litical mastermind, a cheerfully 
Machiavellian shark named Garry 
South.” South knows that Dubya 
will try to make amends for back¬ 
ing the wrong guy and will be rais¬ 


ing money for Simon, but South al¬ 
ready has the arrows out for the 
new darling of the California GOP 
right wing. “Bill Simon is a garden- 
variety right-winger,” South told 
Newsweek, seeming eager to take on 
his boss’s new conservative GOP 
opponent. 

As for Simon - he appears to 
know that he is in for the fight of a 
lifetime and is a clear underdog; 
Simon held a press conference in 
Sacramento last week in which he 
got all 44 Republican state 
legislators to endorse 
him although most had 
previously endorsed 
Riordan, and the 
White House quickly 
announced that the 
president would be 
traveling to California 
to stump for 
Simon next 
month and 
would sponsor 
at least one fundraiser for their 
surprising new friend. South and 
Davis campaign operatives aren’t 
waiting for Bush to visit, however 
- they’ve already started focusing 
on Simon, realizing that the GOP 
nominee has the same anti-abor¬ 
tion, and anti-gun-control views 
that helped sink Republican nom¬ 
inee Dan Lungren four years ago. 

Governor Davis last week ap¬ 
pointed Richard Blum, the mil¬ 
lionaire investment banker hus¬ 
band of Senator Dianne Fein- 
stein to a 12-year term on the 
University of California Board of 
Regents; the appointment must be 
confirmed by the state Senate. 

Once a few people get a look at 
recent campaign finance filings, it 
might mean that we aren’t likely to 
hear too much in the future from 
those politically correct Democrat¬ 
ic Party “reformers” about the 
dreaded political soft money they 
love to hate. I mean, it was clear 
there was tons of that so-called soft 
money going into the Britt for As¬ 
sembly campaign, but I was sure 
surprised to learn that the Carole 
Migden Leadership Committee had 
helped fund all those “reformers” in 
their winning races for seats on the 
San Francisco Democratic County- 
Central Committee. Now let’s see, 
what do we call all that - “reform” 
or “machine” politics? Perhaps a 
simple “hypocrisy” will suffice. 

A total of seven members of the 
LGBT community won seats 
March 5 among the 12 people 
elected on the Democratic County 
Committee in the 13th Assembly 
District. Connie O’Connor was 
the lone member elected from the 
community in the 12th A.D. 
Among gay Republicans, two 
members, Christopher Bowman 
and G. Michael German in the 
13th A.D. and Joel Springer in 
the 12th. German, incidentally, is 
the GOP nominee for U.S. Con¬ 
gress against Representative Nancy 
Pelosi in District 8 in November. 

So it looks like both Leland Yee 
and Mark Leno are in for a raise in 
salary from the $35,000 (or whatev¬ 
er) supervisorial pay they get when 
they move on to Sacramento. As¬ 
sembly members get $99,000 annu¬ 
ally plus perks, but the California 
Citizens Compensation Commis¬ 
sion last week refused proposed pay 
raises for legislators, the governor, 
and other statewide officers. 

An important meeting: There 
is a hearing tonight (Thursday, 
March 21,7 p.m.) of the Elections 
Task Force for Redistricting of dis-

Marriage no place for sex

|Pjj|| n March 15, a friend of 

^ mine became a man. 
lyf For many of my friends, 
this is what they’ve been striving 
for all their lives. Not in this case, 
though: for this friend worked 
hard to become a woman. 

J’Noel Gardiner married a 
man in 1998. A year later, her hus¬ 
band, Marshall, passed away of a 
heart attack. He didn’t leave a will, 
so Kansas law stipulates that half 
his estate go to his widow, and the 
other half to his heir. This all 
seems simple. 

Marshall’s son, Joe Gardiner, 
contested J’Noel’s half of the es¬ 
tate, claiming that - because she is 
a transsexual - she could not have 
been legally married to his father. 
The argument was based in part 
of Kansas’ Defense of Marriage 
Act (DOMA), and a simplis¬ 
tic interpretation on what a 
man or woman is. 

Last week, the Kansas 
Supreme Court agreed 
with Joe Gardiner, decid¬ 
ing that no 
amount of 

surgery, no 

change of legal 
documents - indeed, nothing at 
all - changes one’s legal sex. 

Mrs. Gardiner’s case, sadly, is 
not unique. Two years ago, the fate 
of a Texas woman, Christie Lee Lit¬ 
tleton, was sealed by the Texas 
Court of Appeals. In tossing out a 
case of medical malpractice put 
forth by Mrs. Littleton on behalf of 
her deceased husband, the Texas 
courts turned a woman into a man, 
deciding that it was simple genetics 
that determine a person’s legal gen¬ 
der. Never mind the fact that no 
one ever bothered to see just what 
sex chromosomes Christie Lee Lit¬ 
tleton has in her body. 

A third case, in Florida, may 
make a man into a woman. In this 
one, the court is deciding the cus¬ 
tody of a pair of children in a bit¬ 
ter fight that has even been broad¬ 
cast on Court TV. Michael 
Kantares could not only lose the 
battle, but also his hard-fought 
right to his own gender. 

At the heart of these three mar¬ 
riage-related cases lies the issue of 
what exactly makes one a man, 
and what precisely defines a 
woman. Where all these cases fal¬ 
ter is when they set down those de¬ 
finitions without really going deep 
enough: they are looking for a 
black and white answer in a world 
that is made up of a series of grays. 

I’m not totally discounting ge¬ 
netics, nor what one’s doctor de¬ 
termines upon birth. I think there 
may be something to all that. Yet, 
to rely solely on those is to not 




consider the whole picture. This 
tosses out a person’s physical ap¬ 
pearance, any medical procedures 
they have undergone, any medical 
or psychiatric evaluations, and 
lacks consideration of any 
legal documents that re¬ 
flect the person’s current 
gender. 

There is a large and 
growing body of evidence 
into medical reasons for 
transsexuality. 
While there is 
still plenty of 
room for de¬ 
bate into modern transgender 
care, there are still decades of his¬ 
tory into proper treatment of 
transsexuality - certainly enough 
for someone to look at. 

Further, there are legal prece¬ 
dents - some dating back to at 
least the 1940s - on the legal 
standing of transsexuals in the 
United States of America. Some of 
these even involved determining 
exactly who a post-operative 
transsexual could marry and, yes, 
go against those recent rulings in 
Texas and Kansas. 

All this is being ignored in 
favor of simple - and incorrect - 
determinations of gender. 

These simplistic definitions 
can lead to a very slippery slope: if 
no amount of paperwork revision 
or medical technology can legally 
make a person change from one 
gender to another, then should the 
law bar female-to-male transsex¬ 
uals from men’s bathrooms? Per¬ 
haps the importance of one’s birth 
gender should make it impossible 
to revise one’s birth certificate or 
driver’s license. It does not take 
much to envision a place where 
any rights that have been gained 
could be wiped away, all courtesy 
of poorly-considered descriptions 
of “man” and “woman.” 

I cannot help but be reminded 
of an older battle, that of misce¬ 
genation, or mixed-race relation¬ 
ships. Such marriages were disal¬ 
lowed by the U.S. Supreme Court in 
1883 (Pace v. Alabama), and that de¬ 


cision was only overturned in 1967 
(Loving v. Virginia). This was a time 
when not only was “sex” on one’s 
driver’s license, but so was “race.” 

As you can expect, there were 
also some simple determinations 
as to one’s race. Like deciding 
one’s legal sex based solely on 
birth gender or chromosomes, it 
was standard to assume that a per¬ 
son was legally African American 
based solely on 1/8 - or less - of 
their parentage. 

During my lifetime, the issue 
of miscegenation has become as 
outdated as the 8-track tape - but 
it took the overturning of laws 
based on race to make this moot 
in all but the most bigoted circles. 

Perhaps this is where laws 
based on gender should go. If it 
did not matter what gender a per¬ 
son was in order to gain rights in 
this country, then these defini¬ 
tions become unnecessary. 

As an example, consider the 
issue of same-sex marriage. If 
these DOMA laws were to go 
away, then Mrs. Littleton, Mr. 
Kantares, and Mrs. Gardiner 
would have had court cases that 
didn’t hinge on the definition of 
their gender. Christie Lee may 
have been able to sue a doctor 
who treated her husband poorly, 
Michael would get a fair shake in 
his custody hearing, and J’Noel 
would be entitled to half her hus¬ 
band’s estate. If anything, that is 
what should be simple, not some 
ill-conceived scheme to determine 
their legal sex. 

Better still, if there was no need 
to make a legal definition, then the 
courts would no longer feel the 
need to turn men into women, 
and women into men. That 
should be the right of the individ¬ 
ual, not the function of a judge. ▼

trict supervisorial boundaries, 
and tonight’s meeting concerns 
District 8 (currently represented 
by Mark Leno). The meeting takes 
place at Everett Middle School, 
450 Church Street. 

In Topeka, Kansas, a marriage 
between a man and a transsexual 
woman is not valid, the Kansas 
state Supreme Court ruled last 
week, rejecting a transsexual’s 
claim for part of a $2.5 million es¬ 
tate. The ruling came in the close¬ 
ly watched case of J’Noel Gar¬ 
diner, whose right to inherit half 
of her late husband’s estate had 
been challenged by his son. The 
sex-change operations took place 
years before her 1998 marriage to 


Marshall Gardiner, who died a 
year later. His son, Joe, challenged 
the validity of their marriage after 
discovering the sex change. 

This week marks the 15th an¬ 
niversary of the FDA’s approval of 
AZT, the first drug okayed to fight 
the AIDS virus. Dr. Paul Volberd- 
ing, of the University of California 
at San Francisco, who was one of 
the lead investigators in the trials 
that led to the approval of AZT, 
said this week that, “Fifteen years 
ago, AIDS was seen as an in¬ 
evitable death sentence; today, we 
expect this to be a chronic disease.” 

Finally, one of my favorite Cal¬ 
ifornia political writers, Dick 
Rosengarten, publisher of the 
popular Calpeek weekly newslet¬ 
ter, this week picked his “Calpeek’s 
Winners 8c Losers Awards” cover¬ 
ing the recent primary. Among

of the attorneys representing 
Whipple’s partner, Sharon Smith, 
in Smith’s wrongful death civil 
lawsuit against the couple. 

“It’s ludicrous in the extreme,” 
said Kendell. “It’s inane and Nedra 
Ruiz is a lunatic for even suggest¬ 
ing such a thing. It’s impossible to 
have a cogent response to an as¬ 
sertion that is completely fanciful 
and asinine. I don’t know what to 
say about it. It’s hard to have an 
articulate response to an assertion 
that is so legally inept. 

“The best case scenario is that 
she’s just incompetent,” Kendell 
added. “The worst conclusion to 
draw is that she’s hoping she has 
some homophobes on the jury 
who will acquit her client simply 
because Diane was a lesbian. And 
the next sentence she could say is 
‘The only good lesbian is a dead 
lesbian, so Marjorie did everyone 
a favor,’ and quite frankly it 
wouldn’t have surprised me if she 
had said that.” 

San Francisco District Attorney 
Terence Hallinan blasted Ruiz in a 
brief press conference outside court. 

“She’s blamed everyone,” Hal¬ 
linan told reporters. “Blamed the 
victim. Blamed the gay communi¬ 
ty. Blamed the prosecutor. Blamed 
the victim’s partner. Blamed the 
police. It may be time she faced up 
to reality and deal with the fact 
that it is her client that is on trial 
for murder in this case.” 

Ruiz defended her comments 
when asked about it by reporters 
outside court after the case went 
to the jury on Tuesday, March 19. 

“There was a drumbeat for 
prosecution in this case,” the de¬ 
fense lawyer said. 

“By the gay community?” 
asked a reporter. 

“By the gay community, exact¬ 
ly,” answered Ruiz. “They didn’t 
want Diane Whipple’s death to be 
swept under the rug. They didn’t 
want her not to receive justice just 
because of her sexual orientation.” 

Asked another reporter: “Much of 
San Francisco felt that. Why are you 
singling out the gay community?” 

“Because they were the people 
out there picketing with Sharon 
Smith,” said Ruiz, “that, you know, 
‘Diane Whipple deserved justice,’ 
and that was translated into politi¬ 
cal pressure that resulted in an out¬ 
rageous bail being set on Marjorie 
and Robert throughout this entire 
proceeding. They had the onus of 
being in jail, that gives a definite 
advantage to the prosecution.” 

Another reporter interrupted: 
“So are you bringing it down to the 
judge bowing to political pressure?” 

“Absolutely,” Ruiz answered. 
“Judge Warren caved into political 
pressure.”

As he listened to Ruiz’s impas¬ 
sioned comments to the press, 
Hammer told this reporter: “You 
can see why I didn’t bring up the 
gay question. I didn’t want to play 
into her hands.” 

When she spoke to the press, 
Ruiz was fresh from getting a 
tongue lashing by Superior Court 
Judge James Warren for rising to 
her feet and interrupting Hammer 
during his final closing statement. 

“Ms. Ruiz, please take your seat 
now, “ said Warren in a very force¬ 
ful, raised voice. The judge then 
threatened to send Ruiz to a hold¬ 
ing cell if she got out of line again. 

Noel’s attorney, Bruce 
Hotchkiss, has not participated in 
any of the hallway press confer¬ 
ences. During his closing argu¬ 
ment on Monday, March 18, he 
told jurors that the witnesses who 
testified about past run-ins with 
the couple’s dogs were not lying. 
Rather, he said, they were filtering 
their recollections of what hap¬ 
pened through “the filter of Janu¬ 
ary 26” and through the filter of 
the overwhelming negative pub¬ 
licity against the couple. 

After Ruiz finished her session 
with reporters, Knoller’s mother 
took to the podium to take her 
own turn to lash out at the gay 
community. 

“As I left the bathroom yester¬ 
day,” Harriet Knoller said, “I came 
out of the stall and one of Ms. 
Smith’s friends was waiting for me 
and angry, she said,‘With a mother 
like you, what do you expect from a 
daughter like Marjorie? We’re going 
to throw the book at her.’ 

“What the heck have I got to 
do with it? Does she know what 
kind of mother I am? Whey would 
anyone say that to me? ... Then 
you say it isn’t the gays? Why 
would she say that to me?” 

When asked by the B.A.R. why 
she thought the woman she en¬ 
countered in the bathroom was 
gay, Knoller responded: “I know it 
because she was sitting in the 
front with all three of them, that’s 
how I know, and somebody told 
me she was.” 

“Do you have something 


against gays?” asked another re¬ 
porter. 

“I have nothing against gays 
but I don’t like people talking to 
me period, not that way,” said 
Mrs. Knoller. “Evidently, they have 
something against us.” 

Smith briefly spoke with re¬ 
porters to praise the prosecution. 
Her attorney, Michael Cardoza, 
said Smith wouldn’t be taking 
questions until after the verdict 
came back. 

When asked about the gay is¬ 
sues raised by Ruiz and Harriet 
Knoller, Cardoza said he found it 
“truly offensive.” 

The heated press conference 
was held mid-morning, just after 
the jury went into deliberations. 
By press time early Wednesday af¬ 
ternoon, they were still out. ▼

Love him or hate him, fab! columnist Paulo Murillo always has some¬ 
thing to say.

P aulo Murillo may be the 
most hated gay man in 
Southern California. 

He routinely gets dirty looks 
when he goes into clubs in West 
Hollywood, where he lives. On 
one venture into a popular WeHo 
bar, he got ice thrown at him. 

Murillo writes the very politi¬ 
cally incorrect column “Love ya, 
mean it” in the biweekly Los An¬ 
geles-based gay newspaper, fab! 
The paper is routinely deluged 
with letters and e-mails reacting 
to his column, many positive, 
many negative, and some down¬ 
right threatening. One reader 
suggested he was the Andrew 
Dice Clay of gay men. A combi¬ 
nation of Andrew Dice Clay and 
Andrew Sullivan may be a more 
apt description. 

Fafr/’s gay Pride issue last June 
explored the “Paulo effect” in a 
cover story entitled “Hating 
Paulo.” As that issue detailed, 
people both passionately love 
him and equally as passionately 
hate him, but even those who de¬ 
spise him seem to read his so¬ 
cial/sexual exploits and commen¬ 
tary faithfully every week. 

The controversial columnist is 
currently embroiled in a knock- 
down-drag-out fight with the 
adult entertainment industry. 
Last month, he wrote about 
ditching porn star Matt Summers 
after the performer made ad¬ 
vances on him in a West Holly¬ 
wood bar. Murillo said he was at¬ 
tracted to the man until Sum-

mers went out of his way to tell 
him about his porn stardom. 

“He suddenly transformed 
into a trashy cock-sucking porn 
whore with a huge gaping bung- 
hole for the world to see. ... In 
my mind’s eye there stood a 
nasty, corroded, freshly fucked, 
bang-for-the-buck sleaze-bucket 
and I was not pleased. 

“I don’t give a damned if you 
call it art, modeling, or acting. 
You’re fucking for money, plain 
and simple. Where I come from 
(planet earth) that’s considered 
prostitution. Yeah, these guys are 
screwing hot studs on screen, 
BUT what we don’t get to see is 
the nasty, dirty old men and 
overweight loony-toony drag 
queens that they have to pig-pork 
to get in front of that camera 
(you know who you are). This 
has to do some serious damage to 
your soul. 

“I’m sure Mr. Summers is a 
very sweet guy. I’m hardly one to 
judge (Lord knows most bitches 
package me as total trash because 
of a certain column...) - Sweet¬ 
ness or not, when he excused 
himself to the restroom, [my 
friend] and I made a graceful 
stride for the door.” 

That column, entitled “Nine 
Inches of Separation,” was print¬ 
ed in the paper’s February 1 edi¬ 
tion and the fallout has contin¬ 
ued through this month. 

“The next time Paulo decides 
to get a stick up his ass and tell 
everyone that a prince (or in his 
case, princess) does not belong 
with a pauper, will someone 
PLEASE do us a favor and ram 
that stick just a little farther up 
until it snaps his mouth shut?!?,” 
wrote West Hollywood reader 
Keith Parisot in a letter to the ed¬ 
itor. 

“I can’t tell you how irritated 
I was,” penned Richard Mailman 
of L.A. “That’s nothing new. I’ve 
read a handful of his pieces, and 
with each one put it down 
scratching my head wondering if 
even he knows what he’s talking 
about. Not only does almost 
everything he write contradict it¬ 
self, but most of it is nasty, ill in¬ 
formed, and really shows a lack of 
intelligence on his part.” 

Charles Sommerstein of L.A. 
got right to the point: “I don’t say 
this about many people, but I 
cannot stand that disgusting gut¬ 
ter rat.” 

Murillo said that column was 
unusual because almost all the 
reaction was negative. 

“I get worried when they’re 
nothing but hate,” he explained, “ 
but also when there’s nothing but 
love.” 

For every passionate piece of 
hate mail, there seems to be 
equally passionate praise. 

“No one else I read writes with 
as much life spirit as Paulo 
Murillo,” wrote L.A. reader Rick 
Asocoli: “He blends humor with 
pain and truth with illusion. Isn’t 
that what all great writers do?” 

“He is perhaps the single most 
entertaining writer on the plan¬ 
et,” penned Robert Rosenkrantz 
in a letter to the editor from his 


prison cell in San Luis Obispo. 

“As a 27-year-old queer ac¬ 
tivist in the Midwest, I have to say 
that Paulo Murillo’s column is a 
breath of fresh air and a wonder¬ 
ful departure from the static, self- 
aggrandizing political correctness 
of many in the queer community. 
It’s real, it’s raw, it’s what every¬ 
one wants to say but is afraid to 
say,” wrote Dennis Kempton from 
Duluth, Minnesota. 

Murillo sat down with the Bay 
Area Reporter for an interview 
last month in West Hollywood in 
the midst of his battle with “the 
porn people,” his term for porn 
stars. In sharp contrast to his 
acid-tongue persona, Murillo is 
disarmingly nice in person. 

“Some people are disappoint¬ 
ed when they meet me,” he said. 
“Other people are totally sur¬ 
prised. When people meet me, 
they are expecting some short lit¬ 
tle Latin queen snapping her fin¬ 
gers, walking into a club, ripping 
his shirt off with a whole en¬ 
tourage behind him. Like snap, 
snap, snap, like the queen bee.” 

Murillo said he probably got 
the most reaction when he wrote 
about looking for a roommate to 
share his West Hollywood apart¬ 
ment. He wrote that he rejected 
one potential roomie because the 
man had AIDS. He also wrote that 
he turned down a fellow Latino 
because the man could barely 
speak English and was being sup¬ 
ported by a sugar daddy. 

His comment about not want¬ 
ing to share his apartment with 
someone with AIDS drew a del¬ 
uge of negative mail. 

“What people didn’t get is that 
I didn’t know the person,” Muril¬ 
lo explained. “It’s different if it’s 
someone that you know or love 
who happens to get sick. You’re 
not going to do that to a person 
that you care about. But when it’s 
a stranger, why would you wel¬ 
come that?” 

Turned down for cover 

Murillo started writing the 
column three years ago, when 
fab! was more of a club guide 
than the tabloid newspaper it is 
now. He wanted to be a cover 
model but editor Mark Ariel kept 
turning him down. Finally, he 
wrote a column about the prob¬ 
lem of drug abuse in the L.A. gay 
community, using his own bad 
experience with drugs as an ex¬ 
ample. Ariel was impressed and 
Murillo has been writing for the 
paper ever since. 

Drugs are one of the recurring 
themes in Murillo’s columns. 

“It’s a hard-core problem that 
we have in the gay community. 
It’s not the pretty picture that we 
try to put out there but it is the 
real picture. I did drugs. I was all 
into the party scene and I know 
what it does, especially to gay 
people.” 

Murillo doesn’t spare himself 
from his no-holds-barred writing. 

He wrote about having unsafe 
sex during a down time in his life 
and later getting tested for HIV. 
He told readers about punching 
out his verbally abusive boyfriend 
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and the regret he had about being 
violent. He’s written about a less 
than amicable breakup with a 
boyfriend. He was criticized for 
being too soft after he wrote 
about being sad after saying 
goodbye to a tourist from Boston 
with whom he had a quick fling. 
He wrote pensively about his 
friend’s young son who appeared 
to be gay, recalling that as a child 
he was forced out on the street in 
a dress by his mother as punish¬ 
ment after she caught him trying 
on women’s clothes. 

Murillo once got a letter from 
a facilitator of a gay youth group 
who said a lot of young people 
are faithful readers of his column 
because they can identify so 
closely with his struggles and 
they appreciate his honesty. 

Writing as therapy 

Murillo often writes about his 
friends. Most take it in stride, but 
his close friend Fernando, whom 
he refers to as Whoreando, once 
didn’t talk to him for a week after 
he referred to him as a cosmic 
cow. That was in a column about 
a study that said that a gene may 
cause people to be overweight. 
Murillo suggested that too much 
nurture, rather than nature, was 
responsible for Whoreando and 
others being fat. 

Murillo said he writes for 
himself and never thinks of the 
reader. 

“What people don’t realize is 
that it’s therapy for me,” he ex¬ 
plained. “It’s kind of a release. To 
write about my foreskin or some¬ 
thing embarrassing like that, I lit¬ 
erally cringe, but it’s like I can’t 
help it, I have to write about it. A 
lot of times I write about stuff 
that does not paint me in the best 
light, and [I say to myself] ‘I’m 
going to be dateless and fuckless 
for two weeks.’ 

“People say I’m mean but at 
least I cause conversation. I cause 
people to talk about certain is¬ 
sues. Sometimes you have to 
smack people upside the head. 
The only thing I do differently is 
that I use myself as an example. 

“People always ask me about 
hate, I don’t see it as hate. I see it 
as being misunderstood. People 
that hate me don’t get me. They 
don’t see the irony. They don’t see 
the sarcasm. They don’t see the 
self-deprecation. They only hear 
the bad words. They only pick out 
the bad paragraphs or whatever.” 

Murillo travels on occasion 
and writes about his exploits and 
impressions of the gay scenes 
outside of Los Angeles. He wrote 
about San Francisco and the let- 
it-all-hang-out attitude that is 
less prevalent in West Hollywood. 

“ I find that the gay commu¬ 
nity in San Francisco is a lot 
friendlier, definitely,” he ex¬ 
plained. “I think it’s an older gay 
community. When people talk to 
you, they’re not trying to pick up 
on you. They are just being 
friendly. Here people don’t really 
approach you very much and if 
they do it’s because they want 
something. There’s definitely a 
more standoffish attitude in Los 
Angeles. 

“There’s a lot of label queens 
here. It’s La La land. People are a 
lot more self-conscious and 
looks-conscious.” 

On the edge 

Attacking the L.A. attitude 
queens almost got Murillo sued. 
He wrote about a wealthy man 
who invited a lot of young men 
to his house for an after-hours 
party that eventually evolved into 
an orgy. 

“He was a total prick, throw¬ 
ing everyone out. The ones that 
weren’t attractive were thrown 
out and the way he did it I 
thought was very rude. I thought, 


what an asshole! And the whole 
orgy thing, I didn’t want to do 
anything with anyone and he 
wasn’t very happy with that.” 

When he excused himself to 
leave and made his way to the 
door, Murillo could see in a re¬ 
flection that the man mockingly 
put his finger down his throat 
and “made a prissy face like I was 
prissy because I wouldn’t get 
down with all the other drugged 
up boys.” 

Murillo suspects that the man 
never followed through with his 
threat to sue out of concern that 
legal action would draw attention 
to his culpability for supplying 
drugs to his guests, something 
Murillo generously, or wisely, left 
out of his story. 

Murillo got blasted when he 
took on another sacred cow in 
LA: the circuit party. 

“Regarding your latest tirade, 
this time on the recent amazing 
White Party weekend; You my 
friend,” wrote West Hollywood’s 
Howard Phillips, “could take the 
Second Coming of Christ and 
turn it into a miserable event - 
you bitchy, miserable excuse of a 
human being! Has fab! no better 
use for their valuable editorial 
space or are you blowing one of 
the editors?” 


Besides obvious legal con¬ 
cerns, one area is off-limits. Al¬ 
though he grew up in a black and 
Latino neighborhood in L.A., he 
said the one group he’s not al¬ 
lowed to poke fun at is African 
Americans. 

“The editor draws a line at 
racism or anything that might 
appear racist toward African 
Americans,” he explained. “I can 
pretty much talk about fat peo¬ 
ple, about skinny people, Latin 
people, and white people but for 
some reason [writing about black 
people] is sensitive.” 

At the beginning of his inter¬ 
view with the B.A.R., Murillo 
bought this reporter a cup of cof¬ 
fee at Starbucks on Santa Monica 
Boulevard, WeHo’s unofficial gay 
gathering center. 

When asked if he wanted 
cream with his coffee, perhaps 
venting his one taboo, Murillo 
said: “I like my coffee like I like 
my men, black and bitter. 

“Just kidding,” he quickly 
added.T

9th Retroviral conference: 
HIV vaccine development 


Research. A February 25 news re¬ 
lease made official what had been 
written weeks ago by this reporter 
- the military’s $25 million HIV 
vaccine program will be trans¬ 
ferred to NIAID. 

The Office of Management 
and Budget claimed efficiency and 
better coordination of efforts as 
the reasons for ordering the 
change. Collins said, “The military 
research team deserves to retain its 
scientific and operational inde¬ 
pendence.” A team is negotiating 
the transition that will take place 
in October. 

Jon Cohen is optimistic that 
this move will work to the advan¬ 
tage of the military researchers. 
The AIDS reporter last year wrote 
the book Shots in the Dark , which 
recounted nearly two decades of 
trying to develop an HIV vaccine. 

He pointed out that the Penta¬ 
gon periodically had tried to elim¬ 
inate the program, while the rela¬ 
tively new head of NIAID’s Divi¬ 
sion of AIDS is Edward Tramont, 
who established the WRAIR HIV 
vaccine research program when 
he served in the military. 

Merck vaccine 

The pharmaceutical giant 
Merck is developing what is now 
regarded as the leading vaccine 
candidate. Earlier work in the lab 
and in monkeys generated a buzz 
in the trade and mainstream 
press, in part because it was the 
first significant commitment to 
HIV vaccine research by a major 
pharmaceutical company. 

Vaccines traditionally are a low 
profit area for the drug industry. 
They also carry long term ques¬ 
tions of liability that add further 
to risk and uncertainty. 

Dr. Emilio Emini heads up 
HIV vaccine development for 
Merck. He said their effort in¬ 
cludes a “naked” DNA vaccine and 
second product designed to boost 
immune response. The booster is 
a version of adenovirus, the fami¬ 


ly that includes the common cold 
virus, modified by inserting some 
of the genes from HIV into the 
adenovirus DNA. That product is 
then injected into the subject, first 
monkeys and now humans. 

Merck is moving forward with 
a series of small trials in humans, 
trying different combinations of 
vaccines, different doses, different 
adjuvants (biochemical boosters), 
and different timings of these 
components, to see which stimu¬ 
lates the greatest immune re¬ 
sponses in humans. Each is being 
tested separately and will then be 
tested in myriad combination. 

Emini said that Phase I trials 
for safety, tolerability, and im- 
munogenicity will take more than 
a year and involve about 600 peo¬ 
ple. The results of those trials will 
shape the direction of the next se¬ 
ries of trials. 

He presented the first data 
from the initial human trial using 
the “naked” DNA in healthy sub¬ 
jects. The vaccine was safe and it 
did stimulate significant levels of 
the CD8 and CD4 cells in hu¬ 
mans. 

“I take comfort from the data” 
Emini said, because researchers 
are seeing the same type of im¬ 
mune response in humans that 
they saw in monkeys. Whether 
that will protect humans from 
HIV remains to be answered. 

“You have to judge it as you go 
along,” he said. “There is a Catch- 
22” of when to essentially freeze 
basic research and move it into a 
broader, more expensive, and 
more time consuming Phase III 
trial that is necessary to prove effi¬ 
cacy. That is probably still several 
years away. 

“Merck’s vaccine is by far the 
most promising looking approach 
that’s out there and in human tri¬ 
als already,” said Richard Jefferys. 
He follows those issues for the 
Treatment Action Group, an HIV 
research think tank and advocacy 
group. ▼

A IDS vaccines played an in¬ 
creasing role at the 9th 
Conference on Retrovirus¬ 
es and Opportunistic Infections in 
Seattle at the end of February. The 
good news is that more re¬ 
searchers are conducting more 
studies both in the lab and in hu¬ 
mans than ever before. The bad 
news is that they still don’t know 
for sure exactly what they are 
looking for. 

There are partisans for each of 
the body’s two main pathways of 
immune protection - neutralizing 
antibodies and cytotoxic T lym¬ 
phocytes (CTLs), the familiar T- 
cells - but most researchers have 
come to the conclusion that a mix 
of both approaches will be re¬ 
quired to provide significant pro¬ 
tection. 

And that protection likely will 
not prevent infection but will 
allow the immune system to con¬ 
trol HIV infection so as to cause 


no health problems. Monkeys are 
able to do this with the simian 
version of HIV, and humans often 
are able to control other infections 
such as the herpes virus and the 
human papilloma viruses that 
causes warts and cervical cancer. 

The conference offered further 
clues from the lab and in animals 
as to what correlates of protection 
- those combinations of T-cells, 
antibodies, and other factors - 
may or may not be. But humans 
very well may differ, and evidence 
from them remains scant. 

A disappointment, but not a 
surprise, was the February 24 de¬ 
cision not to proceed any further 
with development of ALVAC, the 
vaccine in the most advanced 
stage of development. The vaccine 
had been tried in hundreds of vol¬ 
unteers in the U.S. and Thailand 
in early Phase I and Phase II trials. 
It was designed to increase levels 
of CD8 T-cells. 

ALVAC proved to be safe and it 
did seem to increase the number 
of CD8 cells. However, “The re¬ 


sponse did not meet the stringent 
standards” that have been set to 
move forward into a very large 
Phase III trial necessary to prove 
its effectiveness, said Dr. Larry 
Corey. 

Corey is a principal investiga¬ 
tor with the HIV Vaccine Trials 
Network, an international collab¬ 
oration supported by the Nation¬ 
al Institute of Allergy and Infec¬ 
tious Diseases. 

HTVN is continuing other 
studies of ALVAC in Thailand, 
South America, and the 
Caribbean. Those studies use dif¬ 
ferent doses of the vaccine and 
combine them with other prod¬ 
ucts to try to stimulate a stronger 
immune response. Corey called it 
part of the slow process of learn¬ 
ing how to make an effective HIV 
vaccine rather than development 
of a final product. 

Chris Collins, executive direc¬ 
tor of the AIDS Vaccine Advocacy 
Coalition was “very disappointed 
that the immunology results did 
not meet the criteria to move 
ahead with a correlates trial.” 

He renewed a call to continue 
research and building the infra¬ 
structure necessary to conduct 
large-scale clinical trails of vac¬ 
cines in resource poor countries 
where the epidemic is hitting 
hardest. 

The Pentagon had provided 
one part of that effort through the 
Walter Reed Army Institute for 
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U.S. military’s ‘war’ 
on gays continues

|p he number of gays and les- 
;' bians discharged last year 
from the military under 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” marks the 
highest percentage in more than 
decade, according to a report is¬ 
sued last week. 

“We are at war. At a time when 
we need our forces to be their 
strongest, ‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell, 
Don’t Pursue, Don’t Harass’ con¬ 
tinues to undermine our national 
security,” began the report entitled 
“Conduct Unbecoming” released 
by the Servicemembers Legal De¬ 
fense Network. It is the organiza¬ 
tion’s eighth annual assessment of 
the anti-gay military personnel 
policy, and was issued March 14. 

“It has never been more obvi¬ 
ous than in the weeks and months 
following September 11th that 
this policy weakens our military, 
deteriorates our readiness, and 
undermines the morale and cohe¬ 
sion of our troops,” the report 
added. 

The casualties number 1,250 
men and women discharged from 
military services for being gay or 
lesbian, during the fiscal year that 
ended last September. The gross 
number is higher than at any time 
since 1987, said C. Dixon Osburn, 
executive director of SLDN. And 
if one takes into account the 
shrinking size of the military, it is 
the highest percentage of dis-

charges since 1982. 

The data is essentially from the 
pre-September 11 era, but Osburn 
said, “The calls [from service 
members seeking help] have not 
abated” over the last six months. 
Harassment continues “in epic 
proportions,” with SLDN docu¬ 
menting more than a thousand 
such incidents during that period. 
“Everything appears to be busi¬ 
ness as usual, even with war.” 

He noted, “The types of mass 
witch-hunts that characterized the 
policy prior to ‘Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell’ are not occurring with the 
same frequency today. That is one 
of the benefits of the current pol¬ 
icy.” 

Fort Campbell, Kentucky, 


where Private First Class Barry 
Winchell was murdered in 1999 in 
a fit of anti-gay rage, accounted 
for 222 of the Army’s 616 gay dis¬ 
charges. Army spokesman 
Colonel Tom Begines tried to spin 
the Fort Campbell discharges “as 
preventative rather than punitive.” 

But the essence of his state¬ 
ment was that the Army could not 
protect gays and lesbians from ha¬ 
rassment within its own ranks, so 
they were discharged for their 
own safety. Observers noted that 
the military would not admit to so 
little control of its members in any 
other area of operations. 

Osburn said the level of dis¬ 
charges at Fort Campbell has de¬ 
clined from a peak of about 30 a 
month to three to four per month. 
Part of that may simply be be¬ 
cause most gay service members 
at the base have already departed. 
Then too, part of the unit has 
been deployed to Afghanistan. Os¬ 
burn did credit the new base com¬ 
mander for making the DADT 
policy more clear to all soldiers. 

Women continue to be dispro¬ 
portionately singled out under 
DADT. While they constitute 14 
percent of total manpower, they 
represent 30 percent of all gay dis¬ 
charges. 

SLDN fears that the number of 
gay discharges has been masked 
by attributing them to other rea¬ 
sons and not DADT. It pointed to 
suspiciously low numbers from 
next page ►

“Making Room at the Table: 
Keeping HIV/AIDS on the Priori¬ 
ty List” is a one-day conference on 
the future of HIV/AIDS advocacy 
in California and across the na¬ 


tion, to be held this Saturday, 
March 23 at the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation. The event runs 
from 8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. and will 
focus on the Bush administra¬ 
tion’s track record on HIV/AIDS, 
as well as major policy challenges 
at the federal, state, and local lev¬ 
els. Attendees will discuss specific 
ways that they can help to address 
these challenges, according to 
conference organizers, through a 
series of workshops and presenta¬ 
tions designed to facilitate com¬ 
munity input. 

The conference is sponsored by 
the HIV Advocacy Network, a

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tional Center for Lesbian Rights, 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Kendell said there was one mo¬ 
ment of despair when O’Donnell, 
in response to a question, said she 
hoped her three kids - Parker, 6, 
Chelsea, 4, and Blake, 2 - grow up 
straight. Kendell said she tried to 
prepare her partner, Sandy, for 
what she thought was coming. 

“My only cringe ... was when 
Rosie said, ‘Yes,’ she hoped her kids 
would be straight. That is to be ex¬ 
pected, but nevertheless an ill- 
formed response,” Kendell said. 
“The plain fact is that it is society 
that suffers in ignorance and intol¬ 
erance, wedded to gender stereo¬ 
types and the primacy of heterosex¬ 


ism. To suggest that our kids would 
be better off to be straight concedes 
that the messed up state of the 
country on lesbian and gay issues 
warrants that we, too, insist on het- 
ero conformity in order for our kids 
to be safe and free from attack.” 

Kendell added, “While race and 
ethnicity differ in important re¬ 
spects from sexual orientation, it 
is worth noting that one cannot 
imagine an African American or 
Jewish parent asserting that they 
hope their kid would grow up 
white or Christian just to be free 
from racism and anti-Semitism. 

“Now that Rosie is truly out, I 
have no doubt that with time, she 
will come to regret the pandering 
to homophobia her remark played 
into,” Kendell said. 

Charlie Spiegel, executive di¬ 
rector of Our Family Coalition, 


praised O’Donnell’s coming out 
and putting a recognizable face on 
gay and lesbian parents. 

“I think Rosie O’Donnell is our 
answer to Anita Bryant,” Spiegel 
said. “Thirty years ago, Anita 
caused havoc in Florida for LGBT 
people. Rosie is Florida and Amer¬ 
ica’s most forceful media answer, 
putting a recognizable face to 
families headed by LGBT parents. 
It has and will continue to change 
minds across the country.” 

Spiegel added, however, that 
O’Donnell isn’t the only out par¬ 
ent fighting for equal rights. 

“This is the same kind of ac¬ 
tivism that our local LGBT fami¬ 
lies do quietly each day in places 
like their own schools, play¬ 
grounds, and churches. We do it 
one by one, Rosie did it via broad¬ 
cast television.”T

the Marine base at Fort Bragg, 
North Carolina and Lackland Air 
Force Base, that service’s major 
training facility. SLDN has uncon¬ 
firmed reports that service mem¬ 
bers have been separated under 
other codings and has called for 
an investigation. 

This year’s annual report on 
DADT represents a shift in tone' for 
SLDN. “Stage one was to get peo¬ 
ple to recognize that the policy was 
not the benign compromise sold to 
us back in 1993,” said Osburn. “We 
are now trying to start the dialogue 
that we have to repeal this policy 


... no amount of tweaking at the 
edges is going to make substantial 
improvements. We just need to get 
rid of this policy.” 

He believes there is a growing 
feeling within the military that 
this is “a bad policy and a waste of 
their time, that they would prefer 
would just go away.” The policy “is 
not on the Bush administration’s 
radar screen at all,” while Congress 
“has not exercised its oversight re¬ 
sponsibilities.” 

Osburn hopes that with De¬ 
mocratic control of the Senate, 
Armed Services Committee 
Chairman Carl Levin (D-Michi- 
gan) “might be willing to start 
looking at this policy again.” How¬ 
ever, SLDN has not yet had that 


conversation with Levin. 

Osburn believes that it will 
take 10 years to repeal the policy. 

In a March 18 editorial, the 
Washington Post called the contin¬ 
ued anti-gay harassment “shame¬ 
ful.” It added, the policy “represents 
an enormous waste of human re¬ 
sources” in terms of the investment 
in recruiting and training and “it 
discourages enlistment by many 
well-qualified Americans.” 

The newspaper concluded: 
“Congress and the Bush adminis¬ 
tration need to reexamine this 
flawed policy. And as long as it re¬ 
mains in place, the military needs 
to take seriously its duty to avoid 
witch-hunts and keep people in 
uniform.” ▼ 
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Gov. Davis 
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tween now and 2003 to make sure 
that the state and the people of 
California believe no one should 
be discriminated against.” 

“That has to be an extremely 
welcome step,” added Alan LoFa- 
so, Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden’s (D-San Francisco) chief 
of staff. “That level of leadership 
from a high official undoubtedly 
would push civil unions forward.” 

Public opinion polls show a 
majority of the state’s citizens sup¬ 
port civil unions. Supporters of gay 
rights said the governor’s commit¬ 
tee will only help to improve that 
support and elevate the issue 
amongst legislators in Sacramento. 

“If what the governor is doing 
will lead to more protections, 
whether in the form of more 
rights and responsibilities for do¬ 
mestic partners or civil unions or 
same-gender marriage, the label 
doesn’t matter so much to us but 
the forward progress matters a 
lot,” said Charlie Spiegel, executive 
director of Our Family Coalition. 

Two other states are currently 
addressing the issue of civil unions. 
In Connecticut, a civil union bill 
was introduced in the state Legis¬ 
lature, and in Massachusetts, sev¬ 
eral same-sex couples have filed a 
lawsuit against the state for deny¬ 
ing them the right to marry. 

Davis’s decision to establish the 
staff working group stems in part 
from his meeting Vermont Gover¬ 
nor Howard Dean at a California 
Alliance for Pride and Equality 
event in February. After hearing 
Dean discuss how Vermont passed 
its historic law, which took effect 
July 1, 2000, Davis decided to re¬ 
view how California may be able 
to adopt the same policy. 

“We don’t know quite yet how 
this would work in California. Ko- 
retz took Vermont’s law and es¬ 
sentially tried to make it Califor¬ 
nia law. Some more thought needs 
to go into it,” said Eric C. Bauman, 
special assistant to Davis. 

The formation of the staff 
working group will be the first of 
its kind in California, according to 
CAPE spokesman Eric Astacaan. 
He said CAPE is looking forward 


to working with the governor 
through the new committee. 

“That is wonderful. It would be 
unprecedented,” said Astacaan. “I 
think it is high time and it will be 
very good for the governor to have 
that kind of committee formed 
and give him the information to 
address the very many difficulties 
our community faces.” 

Bauman, who is openly gay, 
defended the governor’s decision 
to review the issue as politically 
prudent. He said if Koretz had 
been able to move his bill forward, 
conservatives and the Christian 
right would have fought for it to 
be repealed. 

“You know, if that civil unions 
piece passed, and he signed it to¬ 
morrow, I would bet you my last 
dollar that a referendum would be 
passed in two weeks. They would 
be out on the streets collecting sig¬ 
natures,” said Bauman. “Our 
sometimes slow process of adding 
these benefits has benefited us all 
because nobody’s challenged it. 

“And it has given us an oppor¬ 
tunity to show the rest of the 
world that doesn’t know gays and 
lesbians that in fact they do de¬ 
serve equality,” he added. 

No deadline has been set for 
the working group to make its rec¬ 
ommendations, and Davis said he 
will remain neutral on the topic 
until he sees the group’s report on 
the issue. 

“I have not expressed a view¬ 
point on the issue of civil unions,” 
said Davis, who is running for re- 
election this year against Republi¬ 
can rival Bill Simon. “I want to 
wait for the recommendations 
from the people who will study 
Vermont’s law and what, if any, 
portions of that law can be imple¬ 
mented in California.” 

Davis has taken contradictory 
stands on the issue of gay mar¬ 
riage. During the 1998 primary 
race, Davis stated he “believed 
marriage should only be between 
a man and a woman.” 

“My position on marriage 
stems from my religion, I am a 
practicing Catholic,” he explained 
this week. 

Yet Davis opposed the Knight 
initiative, the proposition voters 
passed in March 2000 which de¬ 
fined marriage as solely between a 


man and woman. Davis told the 
B.A.R. his seemingly opposing 
viewpoints stem from his belief in 
both the Roman Catholic Church 
and in the Constitution’s separa¬ 
tion of church and state. 

“You separate the issues,” he 
said. “I do believe that government 
has an obligation to right wrongs 
and I have long gravitated to peo¬ 
ple who have, in my judgment, 
been mistreated by government.” 

Simon, a conservative busi¬ 
nessman, has stated he opposes 
any legislation supporting gay 
rights. In response to a reporter’s 
question after he won the GOP 
primary earlier this month, Simon 
said he would have vetoed AB25, 
the domestic partner bill Davis 
signed into law last year. 

“I don’t think it’s appropriate 
for the government to enter into 
legislation that has to do with sex¬ 
ual orientation,” Simon was quot¬ 
ed as saying. 

Simon also signed a “Marriage 
Protection Pledge” vowing not to 
support any civil union or gay mar¬ 
riage laws. That pledge states in 
part, “I will protect the importance 
and uniqueness of marriage by re¬ 
serving spousal or spousal-type 
rights only for legal marriage be¬ 
tween a man and a woman. I be¬ 
lieve that awarding spousal-equiv¬ 
alent rights to non-married couples 
cheapens the value of marriage.” 

In addition, the document 
states, “I recognize that the various 
‘domestic partnership’ and ‘civil 
union’ benefits either belong exclu¬ 
sively to marriage or can be ob¬ 
tained by responsible people 
through inexpensive legal contracts 
and other private arrangements.” 

Simon’s campaign did not re¬ 
turn calls seeking comment for 
this story. 

While it remains to be seen if 
the issue of civil unions and the 
formation of the working group 
hurts or helps Davis in the No¬ 
vember election, both LoFaso and 
Svonkin said it is critical the gay 
community supports the governor. 

“This is a tremendous step and 
we just need to make sure the gov¬ 
ernor is there to implement it. If 
we have a different governor, then 
all the progress we have made in 
California will slip away,” said 
Svonkin. T

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Jeffrey Collman, who was a flight 
attendant on American Airlines 
Flight 11, which crashed into the 
World Trade Center. 

(Another gay couple from 
Southern California, Daniel 
Brandhorst and Ronald Gamboa, 
died along with their 3-year-old 
son, David Brandhorst, on United 
Airlines Flight 175, which also 
crashed into the World Trade Cen¬ 
ter. San Franciscan Mark Bingham 
died aboard United Fight 93 that 
crashed in a Pennsylvania field.) 

In California, the state’s do¬ 
mestic partnership laws cover 
wrongful death but not inheri¬ 
tance. Assemblyman Fred Keeley 
(D-Boulder Creek) recently intro¬ 
duced AB2216 to include inheri¬ 
tance laws for domestic partners. 

“We do not have intestate suc¬ 
cession, the component of law 
which says in the absence of a will, 
the person is treated like a 
spouse,” explained Bauman, who 
is gay and has been in a commit¬ 
ted relationship for nearly 20 
years. 

While the federal regulations 
covering the fund do not expressly 
deny compensation to same-sex 
survivors, the rules do not auto¬ 
matically include them either. And 
by stating he will defer to state laws, 
Feinberg has given himself latitude 
in either approving or denying 


claims made by domestic partners. 

“Same-sex partners are not 
able to go to bed at night knowing 
if they will have compensation at 
the end of the day. And they are at 
Feinberg’s mercy,” said Jennifer 
Middleton, a staff attorney with 
the Lambda Legal Defense and 
Education Fund. 

Lambda is assisting 23 same- 
sex survivors in filing claims with 
the special master. To date, those 
claims have yet to be filed. 

“We are in the process of sub¬ 
mitting claims. It remains to be 
seen what Feinberg will do,” said 
Middleton. “We just don’t know. 
We are optimistic he wants to do 
the right thing.” 

No matter which state they live 
in, those couples who made out 
wills or registered as domestic 
partners have an advantage in de¬ 
fending their claims, said Middle- 
ton. Otherwise, the laws vary from 
state to state for the survivors. 

“If the couple has a civil union 
from Vermont, they should be 
covered,” said Middleton. 
“Hawaii’s law covers reciprocal 
beneficiaries for inheritance but 
not wrongful deaths.” 

Survivors living in New York 
state also are not automatically cov¬ 
ered by the federal fund, as previ¬ 
ously reported. The executive order 
New York’s Governor George Pata- 
ki signed only covers a state pro¬ 
gram and does not use the terms 
same-sex or domestic partner. 

The order simply removed a 


clause from the state’s violent 
crime compensation rules that re¬ 
quired survivors prove their part¬ 
ner had provided them with 75 
percent of their income in order 
to be compensated. 

“After 9/11 the governor signed 
an executive order removing that 
requirement. You have to now 
prove ‘interdependent support’ in 
the relationship,” stated Joe Tarver, 
a spokesman for the Empire State 
Pride Agenda. “Some same-sex 
survivors will receive distributions 
from the federal fund not because 
they are same-sex partners but be¬ 
cause they are the beneficiary of 
the estate.” 

Feinberg will be under pres¬ 
sure from lawmakers, gay rights 
advocates, and the families of the 
victims to not further victimize 
those who have lost loved ones. 

As openly gay Massachusetts 
Representative Barney Frank (D) 
said in a statement this week, “...I 
am very disappointed with the re¬ 
sults to date. But I note that the 
special master has pointed out 
that he retains the final authority 
to make decisions case by case, 
and he has asserted that he will 
take equity into account in mak¬ 
ing these final decisions. It is only 
when each of these cases is re¬ 
solved that we will know whether 
or not gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgendered Americans will be 
treated as second-class citizens by 
their own government even at the 
time of their greatest grief.” ▼

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Tennessee waltzing 

Playwrights inspired by early Williams

I t’s a curious idea, but an in¬ 
triguing one as well. Take an 
early one-act play by Tennessee 
Williams, one that clearly if 
crudely anticipates his coming 
brilliance, and then let a group of 
developing playwrights have free 
reign in writing short pieces in re¬ 
sponse. 

The result opens this week at 
the Eureka Theatre, as members 
of the Eastenders Repertory Com¬ 
pany offer a diverse set of varia¬ 
tions on Williams’ The Long 
Goodbye. This source of the pro¬ 
ject’s inspiration is a memory play 
that lays the groundwork for the 
yet-to-be-written The Glass 
Menagerie. 

The 1940 play provides the 
first act of the evening, called, 
with exclamation included, Tenn 
in 2002! After intermission, eight 
new pieces by five authors will be 
presented under the 
umbrella title Hello's the 
Word. The title comes 
from a line in Williams’ 
play, and it’s also the 
title of the first of the 
new plays. 

Charles Polly, a co- 
artistic director of East¬ 
enders, is the author 
of the play called 
Hello's the Word, as 
well as another 
short piece for the second act. 
Months ago, Polly and company 
had pretty much decided on The 
Long Goodbye for spring produc¬ 
tion, and were trying to think up a 
suitable companion piece. Albee,

Pinter, and Chekhov were consid¬ 
ered, but the members of Easten¬ 
ders, a long-running dues-based 
company, finally decided to do it 
themselves. 

“We got together on a Thurs¬ 
day night, and I had, like, 12 peo¬ 
ple here, and I was very excited,” 
Polly said. “We read the play out 
loud, and there were all these dif¬ 
ferent reactions. Some were like, 
‘This is certainly Tennessee 
Williams. It’s wonderful. It’s poet¬ 
ic.’ And others were like, This is 
hokey. The lines are terrible.’” 

As for Polly, he said, “I think 
it’s flawed in some aspects, but it’s 
one of those works that, I think, 
plays better on the stage than it 
reads. The poetry’s there, the 
angst is there, the struggle with 
family relationships is there.” 

In the play, a grown son recalls 
in flashbacks his late mother, ab¬ 
sent father, and soon-to-flee sister. 
“The themes are huge and univer¬ 
sal,” Polly said, making it a suit¬ 
able candidate for playwright ex¬ 
ploration. 

The results were all over the 
map, Polly said, and the chosen 
eight still reflect that. The longest 


is 15 minutes, the shortest barely 
90 seconds, with a similar stylistic 
range. 

“Susan Evans, our 
other artistic director, 
wrote a piece called 
Farewell for Four, or 
Williams Meets Beckett 
on a Park Bench,” Polly 
said. “It’s a lovely piece. 
On the other hand, 
Madeline Lacquet- 
Aranda basically 
used the play’s 
characters and 
tried to write in the 
style of Williams. We have one 
writer who wrote a piece called 
No Sacred Cow, and he uses the 
main characters and just goes off 
on a surreal approach for three 
minutes. We find it very funny.” 

In addition to Hello's the Word, 
Polly’s gay extrapolation on the 
bonding of two main male char¬ 
acters in The Long Goodbye, Polly 
has written En Avant! — in this 
case, with exclamation provided 
by Williams. “It was a phrase Ten¬ 
nessee used a lot in his letters to 
say move forward,” Polly said. The 
short play is a “surreal spiritual” 
variation on The Long Goodbye. 

There’s even a Long Goodbye- 
inspired parody of Polly’s own 
Twyla trilogy, an autobiographical 
saga of a grown gay man coming 
to terms with his Appalachian 
past. “It’s very funny,” Polly said. 
“It’s an in-joke, but it works out¬ 
side of that as well.” 

Much of Eastenders’ focus for 
the past few years has been to get 
all three Twyla plays up on a stage. 
The 19-member group has also 
drawn attention with its one-act 
play festivals. 

Now that the Eureka has 
turned itself into a rental home to 
other companies, Polly hopes that 
Eastenders will be able to stage at 
least two productions a year there. 

“I want to work on a project 
called The Rockwell Project, using 
the drawings of Norman Rock¬ 
well to create a theater piece,” 
Polly said. “So many stories can be 
told just from looking at them.” 

But first, Tenn in 2002!, run¬ 
ning at the Eureka through April

New season at ACT 

ACT is launching the national 
tour of Urinetown as part of its 
just-announced 2002-03 season. 
You should already the fear the 
headlines (“A Splashy Show”) and 
its 15 minutes as a topic for the 
Chronicle's columnists. But the 
show itself is a hoot, and ACT can 
score this as a coup. 

ACT’s involvement flows (un¬ 


intended pun, but see?) from its 
relationship with the Dodgers. 
This is a loose group of Broadway 
producers who enlisted ACT to 
help mount its pre-Broadway 
productions of High Society and 
Wrong Mountain. Urinetown is an 
absurdist comic-book look at a 
grim future created by people 
who love the musical theater 
enough to have fun with it. 

But we’ll have to wait for 
Urinetown. It will be the final 
show of the season, opening June 
24, 2003. The first show, coming 
Sept. 19, continues artistic direc¬ 
tor Carey Perloff’s passion for di¬ 
recting Tom Stoppard plays, no¬ 
tably such relatively recent titles as 
The Invention of Love, Indian Ink, 
and Arcadia. But Night and Day 
represents earlier Stoppard, and 
ACT’s production is billed as the 
first major revival of the play in 25 
years. 

This look at foreign corre¬ 
spondents in an African country 
facing incipient revolution will 
feature all four members of ACT’s 
core acting company: Rene Auge- 
sen, Marco Barricelli, Steven An¬ 
thony Jones, and Gregory Wallace. 

Like Urinetown, Lackawanna 
Blues is another production trav¬ 
eling to the Geary Theater from 
New York. This one-man show by 
Ruben Santiago-Hudson, a look 
at growing up in the ’50s, had its 
premiere last year at New York’s 
Public Theatre. Notable blues gui¬ 
tarist Bill Sims Jr. continues to 
provide the live musical accompa¬ 
niment for the show, opening 
Oct. 27. 

Barricelli is back for David 
Mamet’s American Buffalo, com¬ 
ing in January, this time playing 
one of two small-time hustlers 
planning to burgle a valuable coin 
collection. Gears will shift, radi¬ 
cally, as the profane Buffalo gives 
way in February to the whimsy of 
a giant rabbit called Harvey. Gre¬ 
gory Wallace is playing Elwood P. 
Dowd, a bit of a twist because 
Wallace is African-American. 

The core group quartet will be 
all together again for The Three 
Sisters, opening in May. Perloff is 
directing Chekhov’s tale of dis¬ 
contented siblings dreaming of 
the bright lights of Moscow. A 
seventh play is still to be an¬ 
nounced. And, no news here, A 
Christmas Carol will return. 

Season tickets ($67-$438) are 
now on sale. Tickets for individ¬ 
ual productions will go on sale on 
Aug. 25. Call 749-2250 for the de¬ 
tails. ▼

San Francisco Ballet shines in ' Jewels'

i I hen Helgi Tomasson ar- 
r i ve d in San Francisco 17 
H H years ago, many people 
were afraid he would turn the 
coarse, rambunctious San Fran¬ 
cisco Ballet into “Balanchine 
West,” with too many of what the 
ignorant — always first with the 
loudest opinions — thought 
would be cold, white, abstract bal¬ 
lets. One can hardly count on five 
fingers actual Balanchine works 
with that description, yet the 
myth persists. In any event, 
Tomasson fooled everybody by 
sponsoring hot, mad pieces by 
Billy Forsythe, Redha and Mark 
Morris. The company’s major 
Balanchine assumptions — 
Theme and Variations, Liebeslieder 
Walzer, Symphony in Three Move¬ 
ments — were neither cold, bor¬ 
ing nor cerebral. 

You had only to watch the au¬ 
dience surge to its feet cheering 
after the local premiere of Theme 
and Variations to understand that 
the Balanchine wing of SFB was 
going to fly. I was reminded of 
Theme during “Diamonds,” the 
third act of Balanchine’s Jewels, an 
evening-length abstract ballet that 
had its SFB premiere last Tuesday. 
It’s too late to see it now — it’s so 
difficult they had to do it all in 
one week without distractions — 
but when it returns, get your tick¬ 
ets early. Jewels may prove to be 
the most enduring contribution 
to SFB’s Balanchine repertory. 


“Diamonds” employs the last 
four movements of Tchaikovsky’s 
little-played Third Symphony, 
nicknamed Polish because of its 
concluding Polonaise. This aristo¬ 
cratic Polish dance in 3/4 time 
sweeps the corps around the stage 
with the kind of arrogance that 
only well-born nobility com¬ 
mands. Theme likewise ends with 
a Polonaise, and if “Diamonds” 
doesn’t lift your scalp the way 
Theme does, it is because the 
music is not as good. And music 
is the bottom line with Balan¬ 
chine. It used to be the bottom 
line at SFB, too, but the death of 
music director Denis de Coteau 
seems to have blunted that noble 
aim. The once puissant SFB Or¬ 
chestra, which played superlative 
Tchaikovsky under de Coteau, 
now sounds ordinary. 

Liquid melody 

Musical enervation hurt the 
first ballet of the evening, “Emer¬ 
alds,” where the score is from 
Gabriel Fame’s incidental music 
to Maeterlinck’s Symbolist play, 
Pelleas et Melisande, and from 
Shylock. It is obvious that this 
amorphous music was chosen for 
its very French character. The 
choreographer, who noted sagely 
that you can’t dance to Beethoven, 
picked Faure’s scores deliberately 
for their lack of dance pulse. It has 
been suggested that “Emeralds,” 
its movement a fluid liquefaction 
of melody, takes place under 
water. I found the watery green 
cyclorama and tutus more remi¬ 


niscent of a hospital corridor, but 
then I’ve never been a fan of Bar¬ 
bara Karinska’s hokey costuming. 

Still, the long, floating tutus do 
accent the buoyant quality Balan¬ 
chine wanted from the corps in 
“Emeralds.” Unfortunately, they 
didn’t dance it that way, being put 
off I believe by the inability of 
conductor Neal Stulberg to con¬ 
trol the score; it tended to flop 
rather than glide, and the orches¬ 
tra wasn’t always in tune. The 
soloist on opening night included 
Joanna Berman, whom I enjoyed 
for her heart-stopping bourses 
and her deliquescent arms. She 
was partnered by Cyril Pierre, 
who is French if nothing else. (I 
just wish he didn’t sniff as if Joan¬ 
na had a day-old fish tucked in 
her bodice.) The secondary cou¬ 
ple, Julie Diana and Damian 
Smith, turned up the heat in their 
improbable duet, in which they 
arrive at poses inch by jerky inch. 
For some reason, the more the 
choreography jerked, the hotter it 
got. 

I had the same feeling in “Ru¬ 
bies” (music by Stravinsky) when 
Tina LeBlanc and Gonzalo Garcia 
gamboled like a pair of puppies 
let loose in the backyard. Sex in 
Balanchine is seldom graphic or 
vulgar, as his detractors seem to 
wish it were, but it is still arous¬ 
ing. Muriel Maffre was the leggy 
goddess manipulated by four 
adoring swains. She had fun with 
the part, giving each boy a look of 
sneering disdain. 

Yuan Yuan Tan used a look,

too, in “Diamonds,” the ballet’s 
final act. I wonder sometimes, re¬ 
membering those stories of Mr. B. 
drawling to some overacting bal¬ 
lerina, “My dear, just dance,” if 
those looks are supposed to be 
there. (Or if I’m imagining them.) 
“Diamonds” takes place in the 
mythical St. Petersburg Balan¬ 
chine remembered before it be¬ 
came Petrograd and Leningrad. 
His ballerina is a remote creature, 
with a gorgeous legato line and a 
rapturous adagio style; she is ele¬ 
gant, haughty yet tender. It’s like 
remembering your mother as a 
Princess, dressed for an Imperial 
Ball at the Winter Palace. 

Well into the lengthy classical 
duet (really a scene) between Tan 
and Roman Rykine, the dancers 
hear a tremolo in the strings that 
signals storm clouds, danger, pos¬ 
sibly Von Rothbart making an ap¬ 
pearance from Swan Lake. Sud¬ 
denly, the dancing becomes more 
urgent, more personal. Are they to 


be separated? Must she fly away? 
Perhaps he is not a Prince, but a 
commoner who can really dance. 
Without ruffling the pure classical 
surface, Tan and Rykine subtly re¬ 
flected the drama of more turbu¬ 
lent music. When he knelt to kiss 
her hand at the end, she cast him 
a look of utter despair, as if this 
were the end of everything beau¬ 
tiful in their world. 

When you look at it historical¬ 
ly, it makes sense. In 1967, Balan¬ 
chine must have remembered 
himself as a 20-year-old 
dancer-choreographer, leaving his 
homeland for adventures in the 
West, running from an encapsu¬ 
lated but comfortable dance envi¬ 
ronment to the real world, a new 
language (or two), new ideas, a 
new musical and choreographic 
vocabulary. I dare anyone to look 
seriously at “Diamonds,” the way 
SFB dances it, and think: cold, 
sexless, cerebral, undramatic, un¬ 
caring. T 


Difficult listening 

Adversity at the Symphony

I t seems to be all about pre¬ 
mieres at the San Francisco 
Symphony these days. Steven 
Mackey and our own Michael 
Tilson Thomas both debuted 
highly successful scores late last 
month, and the past two weeks 
brought even more first-time 
events. To say that the most recent 
openings met with contrasted re¬ 
sponse would be a polite and care¬ 
ful understatement. 

Calling the early March per¬ 
formances of Aaron Jay Kernis’ 
Symphony No. 2 a premiere occa¬ 
sion may be a bit of a stretch: the 
work is actually 10 years old. Still, 
it was the first chance for local au¬ 
diences to hear the 1995 amend¬ 
ed version, and the results were, 
quite surprisingly, controversial. If 
Kernis meant to shock his listen¬ 
ers into a heightened awareness, 
he certainly got his wish. 

Peter Maxwell Davies conduct¬ 
ed the North American premiere 
of his Antarctic Symphony last 
week. Those who stayed seemed 
mostly satisfied, but more than a 
few headed for the exits early. 
Davies was already gambling by 
placing the new work alone on the 
second half of the bill. That was 
no standing ovation he received: 
people were simply putting their 
coats on in place. 

How could Mackey and Tilson 
Thomas so easily please a Sym¬ 
phony crowd while Kernis out¬ 
raged and Maxwell Davies seemed 
to perplex? For one thing, both of 
the former works delivered in-

stant gratification. The latter 
pieces were never meant to be 
easy. 

That’s not to say accessibility is 
a bad thing. The composers were 
aiming for different results. 
Mackey blended exotic traditions 
with an almost pop-music idiom 
to delightful effect; Tilson 
Thomas added a loving caress to 
the beautiful texts of poet Emily 
Dickinson. 

Kernis has made an intense, 
anguished statement about war 
and modern conflict, and 
Maxwell Davies has attempted to 
evoke one of the most unforgiv¬ 
ing places on the face of the earth. 
Could either of them have 
achieved their goals with a pleas¬ 
ant listening experience?

' Women Behind Bars' at Theatre Rhino

y, how tastes have 
changed. “Just how taste¬ 
ful,” began a 1983 theater 
review, “is Women Behind Bars? 
Well, on a scale of 1 to 10, figure it 
around .01.” 

The reviewer who wrote those 
words was me, much to my sur¬ 
prise after I fished out the old re¬ 
view. And here I had left Theatre 
Rhino’s Women Behind Bars 
thinking how tame Tom Eyen’s 
25-year-old comedy now seems. 

Yes, there are still laughs to be 
had, thanks to Eyen’s playful 
words and the Rhino production’s 
lively interpretation of them. But 
this kind of movie-genre parody, 
fresh in the early ’80s, has become 
as familiar as, say, lethal injections 
in Texas. And even with rape, les¬ 
bianism, profanity, and canine 
abuse, Women Behind Bars only 


pushes at an envelope that has 
since been shredded. 

Eyen’s sources were those hard- 
boiled films from the ’50s that 
promised to blow the lid off what 
really goes on in women’s prisons. 
And in Hollywood fashion, he 
populated his prison with an array 
of character types: a wispy South¬ 
erner (Dorothy Adams), a hot- 
blooded Latina (Stephanie S. 
Cunha), a tough cookie with bad 
hair (Alexandra Matthew), a black 
hipster (Shannon West), a Marilyn 
Monroe wannabe (Beverly 
Christina McGriff), a young inno¬ 
cent (Joan Grinde), a brain-fried 
blithe spirit (Diane Wasnak), and 
a Bible-thumping granny. 

Of course, there is also a sadis¬ 
tic matron (Mary Knoll) and her 
obsequious assistant (Treacy Cor¬ 
rigan) who gets jealous whenever 
the matron takes up with one of 
the new inmates. Michael Car- 
reiro is on hand to play the vari¬ 


ous male roles. 

Director Russell Blackwood 
directs this effective ensemble 
with enough looseness to let the 
fun out, but with just enough re¬ 
straint to keep silliness at bay. The 
production itself looks good on 
Melpomene Katakalos’ multi-lev¬ 
eled set. 

The world premiere of Kate 
Bornstein’s Strangers in Paradox 
was originally set for this slot on 
the Rhino season, but the often-vi- 
olent allegory about lesbian serial 
killers was delayed following Sept. 
11. I’m not sure our brains really 
needed to be put on hold, but 
Women Behind Bars is enjoyable 
filler as we wait for sunnier days, 
when we can be dark again. ▼

Once upon a time 

Shotgun Players''A Fair/s Tale'

P laywright Adam Bock has 
many things going on in A 
Fairy’s Tale, but the sweetest 
is the way a gay relationship de¬ 
velops under the same fairy-tale 
charms that befall all the story¬ 
book characters. The happily- 
ever-after in this place turns out 
to be the comfort of a family that 
extends beyond blood. 

This is a tough show to pi¬ 
geonhole, and that’s a good thing 
here. Certainly, children can fol¬ 
low the proceedings, at least by 
the evidence of Sunday’s perfor¬ 
mance at Berkeley Rep. And yet 
even the youngest should catch on 


to the fact that there’s something a 
bit off amid the usual make-be¬ 
lieve. Grown-ups on their own 
can enjoy themselves, but there is 
little that would become uncom¬ 
fortable if the kids were along. 

Well, for some, maybe a loving 
gay kiss late in the second act, 
though by the time it happens 
these characters and their friend¬ 
ship have already been established. 
“Norbert and Ernie may be more 
than friends, but nobody notices,” 
sings the narrator (Ana Bayat) in 
an opening song of introduction. 
But then a head pops through the 
curtain and confides to us, “Peo¬ 
ple notice. People notice.” 

Oh, and then there’s the

with a representative from Boosey 
8c Hawkes, the firm that published 
both scores, proved amusing and 
insightful. It seems that one critic 
who liked the Kernis work re¬ 
ceived hate mail. I can trump that: 
I got a letter trashing the Sym¬ 
phony several days before I even 
heard it! 

For those of us who have fol¬ 
lowed Aaron Jay Kernis with inter¬ 
est, all the uproar is a little confus¬ 
ing. Anyone who has heard his 
Symphony in Waves, Colored Field 
or the string quartet Musica Celestis 
knows that he is capable of writing 
wonderfully attractive (even lyri¬ 
cal) and expressive music. 

The Symphony No. 2 is a sus¬ 
tained howl of anger and grief in 
response to the Gulf War. In the 
tradition of Shostakovich and 
Britten, Kernis is relying (a little) 
on expressionist models to voice 
his rage. If the music offers little 
hope or solace, that is for the lis¬ 
tener to decide. I agree with the 
offended that the score is repul¬ 
sive and unpleasantly loud, but 
there are moments of tragic beau¬ 
ty in the threnody of the second 
movement, and even a brief patch 
of intensely serene transcendence. 
If the ultimate effect is brutal and 
frightening, I still suspect that 
Kernis has proved more cathartic 


than he ever intended. 

The symphony is a remarkably 
complex work, seemingly unvar¬ 
ied due to the relentless decibel 
level and its vision of a living hell, 
but amazingly courageous and in¬ 
tricate all the same. Unsurprising¬ 
ly, it is impossible to like ugly 
music even while admiring it. 

Shock waves 

It is hard to accept the fact that 
Peter Maxwell Davies is ap¬ 
proaching 70. His career has re¬ 
vealed what seems almost a split 
personality (or a personality that 
split.) His enfant terrible begin¬ 
nings shifted to maturity that still 
reveled in shock tactics. Then, 
suddenly, in the ’70s, he became 
far more reflective and tranquil. 

His move to the remote 
Orkney Islands near the north¬ 
ernmost part of Scotland, specifi¬ 
cally the village of Hoy, made a 
deep change in his language. After 
some 25 years he moved to San- 
day, another only slightly less iso¬ 
lated island. The craggy starkness 
of the landscape and the warm 
humanity of the sparse populace 
have lent his music, always highly 
original, a sense of the profound. 

The commission to write the 
Antarctic Symphony was intended 
to commemorate the Sinfonia 
Antarctica by Vaughn Williams and 
celebrate the 50th anniversary of 
the Royal Festival Hall. There was 
also an amazing stipulation: Sir 


Peter was told by the commission¬ 
ers (the British Antarctic Society 
and the Philharmonia Orchestra) 
that he must visit the region to find 
authentic inspiration. “Max” told 
the San Francisco audience, in a 
fascinating curtain speech, that it 
was a far cry from Vaughn 
Williams composing his Sinfonia 
in a London drawing room. 

From the sounds of an 
avalanche to the electric shock of 
the icebreaker cracking through 
the sea, with subtle references to 
sea shanties and hymn tunes, 
Maxwell Davies has constructed a 
single movement of some 40 min¬ 
utes’ duration. The vastness of the 
empty spaces and the unnerving 
desolation (the composer said he 
could actually hear the workings 
of his own body) are all part of 
the unbroken span. 

As pictorial music accompany¬ 
ing a film or video, the score 
would probably entrance the ca¬ 
sual listener. As pure music, the 
going is a bit rougher. Still, there 
is fascination and an almost hyp¬ 
notic intensity to the relentless 
tread of the Symphony. It does 
not bore, but there is a certain 
somberness that threatens to tire 
the audience. The big effects, like 
the visceral breaking of the ice, are 
downright thrilling, and the over¬ 
all effect is wondrous. More than 
an evocation, Maxwell Davies has 
facilitated an almost spiritual ex¬ 
perience. ▼

dle of In the Bedroom. Good as 
she is, however, the words “two- 
time Academy Award-winner 
Marisa Tomei” just don’t ring 
true. 

That leaves us with the dual 
nominations for Maggie Smith 
and Helen Mirren in Gosford 
Park. Mirren brings the proper

the unleashed demon of Sexy 
Beast? 

What a pleasure to see Jim 
Broadbent nominated for his 
steadfast husband in Iris. He’s so 
good that he may prove a succes¬ 
sor to the great character actors of 
yore, right up there with Sydney 
Greenstreet, Claude Rains and 
Peter Lorre. 

Director: No contest Mulhol- 
land Drive’s only nomination 
came for David Lynch. This movie 
started so promisingly, then de¬ 
volved into murky purposeless¬ 
ness. Reverse identity, dreams be¬ 
come reality, or reality becomes... 
oh my, isn’t that interesting? Black 
Hawk Downs Ridley Scott got a 
nomination for his you-are-there 
style of war epic. Ron Howard got 
mentioned for his ingenuine A 
Beautiful Mind, and it appears that 
little Opie is so steeped in Holly¬ 
wood mythmaking that he can’t 
see the corruption of his soul. 
Peter Jackson picked up a nomi¬ 
nation for the overwrought Lord 
of the Rings, and he nearly made us 
forget that this movie is based on a 
wonderful book. If there is a God, 
It will bestow Best Director on 
Robert Altman for Gosford Park. 
Not only is this a delicious treat of 
a movie, more appealing as char¬ 
acter study and social satire than 
as murder mystery, but it puts the 
still iconoclastic Altman back on 
top. He has been nominated un¬ 
successfully four times prior. Dear 
Academy: Give this wonderful old 
director an Oscar already. His time 
has come. 

Picture: 2 out of 5 ain’t bad 

A Beautiful Mind may be the 
smelliest piece of false conscious¬ 
ness to come out of Hollywood 
since Forrest Gump. Here is a 
movie that forgot to mention its 
protagonist’s abandonment of his 
child, or his bathroom solicita¬ 
tions, divorce and anti-Semitism. 
It doesn’t explore his brilliant 
game theory, and would have us 
believe that severe mental illness 
can be cured by the love of Jen¬ 
nifer Connelly. It’s not p.c. to co¬ 
join bisexuality with schizophre¬ 
nia, after all, but it’s a-okay to at¬ 
tach it to genius, thereby plumb¬ 
ing America’s deep reservoirs of 
anti-intellectualism. “I don’t think 
[the movie’s lies and distortions] 
will affect Academy voters one 
iota, because they are very smart,” 
Ron Howard said in a see- 
through attempt to flatter his way 
to an Oscar. “They can recognize 
these are tiny things blown up to 
undermine our movie’s chances 
to win.” Well, those “tiny things” 
guaranteed that Howard would 
make a fatally compromised 
movie from a fascinating life. 

A culture that values scented 
candles and cheese nachos is 
bound to find an audience for 
Moulin Rouge. This one intoxicat¬ 
ed many for its sheer over-the- 
topness, but excess for its own 
sake is a hollow tenet for 
moviemaking. Self-congratulato¬ 
ry non-nominated Moulin Rouge 
director Baz Luhrmann has an¬ 
nounced that his baby heralds the 


return of the film musical as a vi¬ 
able genre for the new century. 
But pukey sets, pointless blue- 
screen f/x, thrill-ride camera ac¬ 
tion, and endless renditions of 
“Your Song” do not a great musi¬ 
cal make. Moulin Rouge is no West 
Side Story. Hell, it’s not even 
Springtime for Hitler. 

As for Lord of the Rings, here is 
one looong popcorn epic. Some¬ 
where around hour two, I realized 
that Ring was simply a tired re¬ 
tread of every coming-of-age 
hero’s journey myth ever told. The 
use of select Biblical allusions did¬ 
n’t win me over. Neither did the 
injudicious use of computer ef¬ 
fects standing in for real grandeur. 
The overamplification of every¬ 
thing only exaggerated the empti¬ 
ness. And who knew Middle 
Earth looked like a stag party lost 
in a Maxfield Parrish mural? 

Two Best Picture nominees are 
worth their place on the roster. In 
the Bedroom is a film that says, 
“Come and see what grief looks 
like.” It’s exquisitely economical, 
and so weighty in its unrelenting 
commitment to some of the 
greatest pain humans can feel. No 
flash, no vanity, no concessions to 
trivial matters, just one long pri¬ 
mal scream. Don’t believe those 
TV spots that shout “redemp¬ 
tion.” Bedroom takes its cues from 
American-style frontier justice. 
No glimmer of hope lives here. 
Look closely, and this movie will 
shake you to your roots. 

Gosford Park isn’t exactly revo¬ 
lutionary. It feels more in debt to 
the past than any other Altman 
movie. But it’s tidier than any of 
his others, too, and mixes its in¬ 
fluences expertly, from Agatha 
Christie to Upstairs, Downstairs, 
to Jean Renoir’s The Rules of the 
Game. Put that together with Alt¬ 
man’s undimmed glee for ensem¬ 
ble playing, and you have a movie 
of sublime merit. The pleasure of 
its making fairly wafts off the 
screen, and the challenges of its 
huge cast and complex plot de¬ 
mand repeat viewings. If you re¬ 
sist Maggie Smith’s scene-stealing, 
you’ll see Alan Bates or Emily 
Watson doing something interest¬ 
ing on the edge of the screen. In 
Gosford, the rewards of the actor- 
loving moviegoer are bountiful 
indeed. 

Finally, Oscar comes full circle. 
This year, the Academy will chris¬ 
ten its fancy new theater on Hol¬ 
lywood Boulevard. Just two 
blocks away is the Roosevelt 
Hotel, scene of the first Academy 
Awards in 1929. And Oscar has a 
new award that reflects the indus¬ 
try’s obsession with technology, 
Best Animated Feature. Now that 
really long cartoons are getting re¬ 
spect, how about Best Animated 
Actress, or Best Anthropomor¬ 
phized Kitchen Appliance? It’s 
enough to make real people weep. 
When will the Academy get wise 
and create a Best Ensemble award 
for flesh and blood? The movies 
were made for Charlie Chaplin, 
not Betty Boop.

Actors who turned down Academy Award-winning roles

nd the Oscar goes to... ,” the 
| fairly recent and politically 
correct replacement for the 
traditional and more accurate 
“The winner is....!” are among 
the most exciting words a per¬ 
former can hear. Yet many stars 
have refused Academy Award¬ 
winning roles. This raises a good 
question: Just how good are ac¬ 
tors at picking great parts? 

During the legendary studio 
era, actors often did not have a 
choice. Roles were assigned, and 
that was that. Sometimes, when 
stars reached a certain status, 
they got script approval and de¬ 
cided for themselves which parts 
to accept. After the demise of the 
studio system, actors had greater 
freedom, but it’s hard to say 
whether that resulted in better 
decisions. 

One star’s rejection often be¬ 
came another’s triumph. In 
1934, director Frank Capra, 
working at the then-poverty-row 
Columbia Studios, asked MGM 
mogul Louis B. Mayer if he could 
borrow Robert Montgomery and 
Myrna Loy for It Happened One 
Night. Both stars refused, so 
Mayer decided to “punish” Clark 
Gable, whose recent successes 
led him to demand more money, 
by forcing him to work on 
Capra’s minor picture. Mean¬ 
while, the director persuaded 
Paramount to lend him 
Claudette Colbert for the female 
lead. She reluctantly agreed, pro¬ 
vided shooting not delay her Eu¬ 
ropean vacation. The result was 
a smash, the first and, for 
decades, only film to win Oscars 
for Best Picture, Director, Actor 
and Actress. Ironically, these 
were the only Academy Awards 
Gable and Colbert ever received, 
and neither Loy nor Mont¬ 
gomery ever got a regular Oscar. 

Norma Shearer, MGM’s 


“First Lady of the Screen,” 
turned down two Oscar-winning 
parts. She was offered Scarlett 
O’Hara in Gone With the Wind 
(1939), provisionally accepted, 
but withdrew when a slew of fan 
mail complained about her play¬ 
ing “a bad woman.” It was a wise 
decision, as Vivien Leigh’s Oscar- 
honored performance confirms. 
In 1942, Shearer, the mother of 
two children, wouldn’t play a 
woman with an adult daughter 
on screen, so she rejected Mrs. 
Miniver, which earned the much 
younger Greer Garson her only 
Academy Award. 

Comeback trail 

Bette Davis, whose two Oscars 
and eight other Best Actress 
nominations make her among 
the most lauded of actresses, let 
two key roles slip away. In 1945, 
she passed on Mildred Pierce (as 
did Ann Sheridan), enabling 
arch-rival Joan Crawford to 
crown her spectacular comeback 
with her only Academy Award. In 
1952, Davis refused to test for 
Lola, the sloppy housewife in 
Come Back, Little Sheba, so 
Shirley Booth repeated her stage 
triumph and took the statuette 
home. 

Ingrid Bergman, winner of 
three Oscars, turned down two 
parts that resulted in victories 
for others. Her refusal to play an 
unwed mother in To Each His 
Own (1946) gave Olivia de Hav- 
illand her first award, and next 
year Loretta Young benefited 
from Bergman’s disinterest in 
being the Swedish housekeeper 
who runs for Congress in The 
Farmer's Daughter. But de Havil- 
land herself rejected Blanche in 
1951 ’s A Streetcar Named Desire, 
so Vivien Leigh repeated her 
London stage success and took 
home a second little man. 

Love sometimes blinds a star 
as to an opportunity. Rita Hay¬ 
worth, having eloped with Ali

swamp that makes sounds like 
farts whenever you step in it. 
Needless to say, the cast must 
trudge its way noisily through it 
on the way to confront a giant 
whose foot destroyed the world 
around Little Missy-What’s-Her- 
Face (Beth Donohue). 

Also along on this journey, rem¬ 
iniscent of both Into the Woods and 
Wizard of Oz, is a prim housekeep¬ 
er (Trish Mulholland) whose clum¬ 
siness resulted in the accidental 
death of her employers. And there’s 
the aforementioned Norbert (Ty 
Blair), who couldn’t save his best 
friend Ernie (Andy Alabran) from 
dying, apparently, in quicksand. 

Just describing scenes may be 
the best way to explain the famil¬ 
iar/unfamiliar world that Bock 
has created. In two previous plays 
produced first in San Francisco, 
Swimming in the Shallows and the 
current Five Flights, Bock also cre¬ 
ated an alternate world that still 
makes sense. Still, there are mo¬ 
ments when A Fairy's Tale plies a 
joke for too long, and the nature 
of the thing suggests a 90-minute 
show rather than two hours with 
an intermission. 

Still, it moves along well under 
Patrick Dooley’s creative direc¬ 
tion, and the cast is just fine. In 
addition to those worthies men¬ 


tioned above, count in Kathleen 
Antonia, Katie Bales Frassinelli, 
Reid Davis, and Kimberly Wilday. 
Sometimes the cast sings an occa¬ 
sional song with a title like “We’re 
Stuck in a Dirty Fridge.” But 
there’s also a late a cappella lament 
sung by the travelers that actually 
becomes touching. Credit for the 
songs goes to Clive Worsley, 
Kristin Miltner, and Bock. 

Shotgun Players introduced 
Bock to local audiences with 
Swimming in the Shallows, and 
wisely they have kept up their re¬ 
lationship with him. Another rea¬ 
son for applause is how Shotgun 
got the show open on schedule, 
and by the third performance 
have it look like it really belongs 
on Berkeley Rep’s thrust stage. 

The world premiere of A 
Fairy’s Tale had been expected to 
serve as the first production in 
Shotgun’s first permanent space, a 
much smaller theater than Berke¬ 
ley Rep, but final construction 
has hit a snag. Fortunately, Berke¬ 
ley Rep was able to provide a 
home to the temporarily home¬ 
less again, but always interesting 
Shotgun Players. ▼

Khan, wouldn’t return to the 
cameras for 1950’s Born Yester¬ 
day, so Judy Holiday got to recre¬ 
ate her Broadway triumph and 
take Oscar home. (Perhaps Hay¬ 
worth knew she was wrong for 
the part.) Jean Simmons was 
Paramount’s first choice for the 
princess having a Roman Holiday 
(1953), but she wasn’t interested, 
and director William Wyler re¬ 
placed her with the nearly un¬ 
known Audrey Hepburn, who 
earned her sole award for the 
part. 

Too many choices can be a 
problem: In 1953, Eli Wallach 
was offered Maggio in From Here 
to Eternity, but decided to star on 
Broadway in Tennessee Williams’ 
The Rose Tattoo. Frank Sinatra 
auditioned, got the part and the 
Best Supporting Actor Oscar, 
capping his celebrated come¬ 
back. Wallach has never won the 
award. 

Timing is everything, as Jen¬ 
nifer Jones discovered. Set to be 
1954’s The Country Girl, she 
withdrew because of pregnancy. 
Paramount offered the role to 
Greta Garbo, but she couldn’t be 
tempted back. Desperate, the 
studio borrowed Grace Kelly 
from MGM, who would win that 
year’s Best Actress prize. Jones, 
who had won the Best Actress 
Award for 1943’s The Song of 
Bernadette, was James Brooks’ 
first choice for Aurora in 1978’s 
Terms of Endearment, but re¬ 
fused, allowing Shirley MacLaine 
to make the part her own and 
collect her sole statuette. 

Joanne Woodward got her 
Oscar-winning role in 1957’s The 
Three Faces of Eve because Judy 
Garland, Susan Hayward, Carroll 
Baker, and June Allyson decided 
against playing a schizophrenic. 
Of those four ladies, only Hay¬ 
ward would ever win a regular 
Academy Award. 


Ego trips 

Egos sometimes get in the way. 
Anna Magnani, first choice for 
the mother in 1963’s Two Women, 
refused to have Sophia Loren play 
her daughter, and quit the film. 
Loren then took Magnani’s role, 
becoming the first performer to 
win an Oscar for a foreign lan¬ 
guage film. Simone Signoret 
thought the part of the aging 
courtesan in 1964’s Zorba the 
Greek too small, so it went to Lila 
Kedrova, who waltzed home with 
that year’s Best Supporting Ac¬ 
tress trophy. Burt Lancaster was 
determined to play the gay win¬ 
dow-dresser Molina in 1985’s Kiss 
of the Spider Woman in a stereo¬ 
typical, flamboyant manner. But 
director Hector Babenco refused 
to let him, so Lancaster withdrew, 
allowing William Hurt to get his 
sole Oscar-winning part. 

Sometimes actors are smart to 
say no. Cary Grant refused all offers 
from mogul Jack Warner to star as 
Henry Higgins in 1964’s My Fair 
Lady, forcing the studio to give the 
part to its creator, Rex Harrison, 
who would win the Best Actor 
award. (Grant must have wondered 
who would have helped him elim¬ 
inate all traces of his cockney ac¬ 
cent.) Two-time winner Anthony 
Quinn, however, had no good rea¬ 
son for turning down 1972’s The 
Godfather. Fortunately, Paramount 
eventually made Marlon Brando 
an offer he couldn’t refuse, and he 
sealed his comeback by winning a 
second trophy. Similarly, both Lee 
Marvin and Rod Steiger refused 
1970’s Patton, allowing third choice 
George C. Scott to famously refuse 
his Best Actor award. 

So, as we watch the ceremony 
this coming Sunday evening, it’s 
fair game to ask who the first 
choices were, and if they are 
wondering why they said, “No, 
thanks.” V

Disappearing act 

Soprano Julia Mi genes and the Kronos 
Quartet in new work at Theater Artaud

S f you like your operas linear, 
/ this is probably not going to 
, ; be your piece, but if you like to 
get in there and piece something 
together, it’s kind of a thriller,” 
says ACT Artistic Director Carey 
Perloff about her latest directing 
project, a music-theater version of 
Ambrose Bierce’s story “The Dif¬ 
ficulty of Crossing a Field,” by 
composer David Lang and play¬ 
wright Mac Wellman. It premieres 
March 22-24 at Theater Artaud.

Perloff, with whom we spoke 
at her book-lined office, is clearly 
behind this one. “New work is 
such a huge risk, and particularly 
experimental new work, and I 
think this is a very important 
piece and a breakthrough for both 
of these artists. It’s also not going 
to give you any easy answers 
about history or slavery or Am¬ 
brose Bierce.” 

The project is tailor-made for 
San Francisco because Bierce lived 
here after he engaged in aboli¬ 
tionist work and fought in the en¬ 
tire Civil War (he was born in 
1842.) He wrote for several pa¬ 
pers, including the Sunday Exam¬ 
iner, where he conducted a satiri¬ 
cal column called “Prattle.” One of 
his most scathingly hilarious 
pieces was on Oscar Wilde’s San 
Francisco visit. 

Though “Difficulty” has never 
been made into an opera, Bierce’s 
work has been adapted by theater 
and film artists. His most famous 
story, “An Occurrence at Owl 
Creek Bridge,” was turned into a 
striking film by Robert Enrico in 
1962, and Gregory Peck played 
the writer who was the title char¬ 
acter in Luis Puenzo’s picture The 
Old Gringo (1989). Bierce’s work 
even seems to have predicted his 
end: like the hero of this new 
opera, he simply disappeared in 
Mexico in 1914 while observing 
the Zapata revolution. 

Perloff agrees. “I think that’s 
why Mac Wellman was so inter¬ 
ested in this story, and what inter¬ 
ests Bierce is not how do you ad¬ 
judicate the exact event that hap¬ 
pened, but what are the ripple ef¬ 
fects? In this case, a planter named 
Williamson walks into a field, 
somebody riding by in a carriage 
turns around to say something to 
him, and he’s literally gone. Then 


there’s a trial, and since nobody 
knows what happened to him, the 
court has to say that for want of 
any real evidence, we decide that 
his estate will be distributed ac¬ 
cording to law. The death of this 
white slaveowner is also part of 
the movement of history — he 
had to disappear. And all the 
characters use his disappearance 
as the touchstone for their expe¬ 
riences.” 

Winds of change 

The original very short story 
— it’s three paragraphs, and just 
over 700 words — never tries to 
explain what became of 
Williamson, but simply presents 
the facts of the matter in a clear, 
dispassionate tone. It’s ante-bel¬ 
lum Selma, Alabama in 1854, and 
enormous changes are about to 
occur. “Moments of change in 
history,” Perloff observes, “are al¬ 
ways mysterious and frightening, 
and I’ll tell you one of the strange 
things about working on this 
piece, which would never have oc¬ 
curred to me before September 11 
is this question being faced right 
now in New York: If you don’t 
have the bodily remains, at what 
point do you say when some¬ 
body’s dead, and how do you go 
to the grieving families and say, 
we determine this person is 
dead?” 

Composer David Lang, 
reached by phone in Manhattan, 
has first-hand experience. He lives 
a few blocks from where the tow¬ 
ers were (he was out with his chil¬ 
dren) and saw the catastrophe 
happen. “The whole point of this 
piece, and it seems different to me 
after 9-11, is that when faced with 
an irrational event, you invent a 
reason to explain it — it’s our for¬ 
eign policy and so forth. But fun¬ 
damentally there is no sense in 
what happens in The Difficulty, 
and because no one knows what 
happened to Williamson, every¬ 
one projects their feelings on him, 
and wants to project some vision 
of the rational world on this irra¬ 
tional event.” As Wellman has 
Williamson’s daughter say, “What 
if there’s something special we 
don’t see?” To which he replies, 
“That’s ridiculous. We see every¬ 
thing.” 

This is Lang’s fourth opera. 
The others are Judith and 
Holofernes (1989), which involves 
puppets; the big 2-act one on 


John Ruskin, Modern Painters 
(1994); and the comic-book- 
based The Carbon Copy Building 
(1999), which he co-composed 
with fellow Bang On a Can music 
directors Julia Wolfe and Michael 
Gordon. Lang says he’s thrilled to 
be working with Kronos again. 
His music for ACT’s production 
of The Tempest was written for 
them, and he’s done several oth¬ 
ers for the company: Hecuba, for 
the local women’s vocal ensemble 
Kitka; and Mary Stuart, for Chan¬ 
ticleer. Perloff stresses the fact that 
Kronos founder and first violinist 
David Harrington “encouraged 
David to write very specifically for 
them — meaning not only en¬ 
semble lines, but also solo break¬ 
out ones which will express their 
individual personalities.” 

Costumer David Draper, who 
heads the company’s shop and de¬ 
signed Perloff’s re-thought Hecu¬ 
ba, says the clothes “will look 
close to period and reflect the 
stylized look of the production.” 
Some of his designs were inspired 
by the colors in a painting he saw 
of slaves burying a body in Bruce 
Catton’s famous history of the 
Civil War. “The palette will be de¬ 
liberately controlled and plain, 
with the Williamson family in 
varying shades of blue. Kronos 
wears the silvery tones with slight 
variations.” 

The cast of 11 is largely drawn 
from local talent. ACT regular 
Marco Barricelli will play the 
non-singing parts of Williamson 
and the Presiding Magistrate, and 
African-American vocalists from 
hereabouts will be the slave cho¬ 
rus. Soprano Julia Migenes, who 
plays Mrs. Williamson, is interna¬ 
tionally famous (she lives in LA, 
and performs in Paris a lot), per¬ 
haps most so for her performance 
as Carmen in Francesco Rosi’s 
1984 neorealist film of the opera. 
New works are exceedingly hard 
to fund, and Perloff credits bene¬ 
factress Mrs. Phyllis Wattis for 
being totally behind the produc¬ 
tion. “I told her, ‘You are the 
queen of the new!”’ Faith like that 
can only inspire in these increas¬ 
ingly conservative, and yes, diffi¬ 
cult times. T

as a porn star, to have feelings for 
boys, but in reality cares for little 
but himself and gratifying his im¬ 
mediate needs. As a popular gay- 
for-pay porn icon, Johnny has all 
the accoutrements of the lifestyle: 
a lap-dancer girlfriend, Julie 
(Roxanne Day); stray fucks with 
(female) pickups in Porsches; a 
coke ’n’ crystal habit that makes 
him habitually late and occasion¬ 
ally violent; and most tellingly, a 
nearly infantile sense of self-ab¬ 
sorption that contrasts nicely with 
his very adult, chiseled body, 
smoldering good looks, and 10- 
inch cock (seen in a few fleeting 
frames; schlongspotters will want 
to have a lorgnette handy.) 

Into Johnny’s life, or rather 
crotch, comes naive young film 
freak Sean McGinnis (Michael 
Cunio), who first discovers the 
capricious butch through a mis¬ 
filed video. The case for Citizen 
Kane actually contains one of 
Rebel’s meisterwerks, Citizen 
Cum. This experience immedi¬ 
ately redirects Sean’s energy from 
attempting to get legit Hollywood 
work to applying to “The Men of 
Janus” studio. There he meets a fa¬ 
miliar cast of characters: aging 
queen office manager and drug 
supplier Chad Cox (Robert 
Walden); fat, crotchety produc¬ 
tion supervisor Sam (Richard 
Riehle), who bitches at Sean’s 
“arty” camerawork; and various 
fly-by-night “talent” who fuck and 
then run off to the next engage¬ 
ment. Supposedly hired as cine¬ 
matographer, Sean is quickly cor¬ 
ralled into love-slavedom as John¬ 
ny’s preferred suckboy. Johnny 
drifts casually on and off the set 
and in and out of Sean’s orbit, 
while Sean worships his idol on 
and off his knees. 

Grovel pit 

The film couples Sean’s spiral¬ 
ing obsession with a kind of free- 
floating homosexual self-hate that 
gives the film some decidedly un- 
p.c. moments. Sean’s inability to 
accept himself as gay (his claim of 
bisexuality seems a cover) makes it 


easy for him to grovel before John¬ 
ny. When he meets an old queen 
in a bar, they reminisce about the 
days before queers were accepted, 
and raise a grim toast “to the clos¬ 
et.” When Sean gets involved with 
a normal queerboy who’s hand¬ 
some, thoughtful, and sexy, an 
ideal catch compared to the arro¬ 
gant, self-consumed Johnny, he 
flees, unable to disengage from his 
lowly but treasured status as John¬ 
ny’s occasional cocksucker. 

As an insider view of the porn 
racket, The Fluffer relishes the de¬ 
tails of these two-bit productions 
that seem to happen more by 
serendipity than plan. There are 
amusing discussions of the crucial 
“money shot,” casual lessons on 
what to emphasize during shoot¬ 
ing, and tips on how to deal with 
no-shows (hire Cole Tucker.) The 
film is sometimes a little too hard 
on the genre at times; Rebel’s 
films are usually set in a barnyard 
(“You’re gonna take my city cock, 
country boy, my city cock!”) or 
poolside, and recall the primitive 
scenarios of Bob Mizer’s Athletic 
Model Guild more than modern 
porn. Throughout, there are satir¬ 
ical jibes that leaven the melodra¬ 
ma. When Sean’s not shooting or 
sucking, he dutifully organizes the 
Janus archive, with such titles as 
The Iceman Cummeth, Chicken 
Hawks’ Feeding Frenzy, and Tran- 
ny Get Your Gun. 

There’s a quirky charm to The 
Fluffer that comes partly from its 
swings from humor to pathos, 
and partly from touches of verite 
and the experimental. The plot 
meanders into several intriguing 
byways that illuminate the limit¬ 
ed lives of its characters. In a re¬ 
curring sequence shot in atmos¬ 
pheric black-and-white, Sean re¬ 
lives the trauma he experienced as 
a young teenager jilted after an 
(unseen) encounter with a burly 
middle-aged neighbor. At a porn 
party (where attentive viewers will 
see Chi Chi LaRue, Ron Jeremy, 
and other luminaries), Sean and 
Johnny take crystal, and Sean 
speed-talks about Vertigo, a se¬ 
quence the filmmakers obligingly 
shoot in fast motion. In a dream 
sequence that perfectly captures 
the lure of the self-loving fetish- 


Fluff and stuff 

A chat with 'Fluffed creators Richard Glatzer and Wash Westmoreland

hat’s the first thing that 
you think of when you 
hear the word fluffer? Pil¬ 
lows? A pet cat? A sandwich made 
with marshmallow fluff? What 
about the person in charge of 
making sure that a porn star 
maintains his erection between 
takes? If you thought of the last 
one, you’re on the right track. Life 
partners and creative collabora¬ 
tors Richard Glatzer and Wash 
Westmoreland co-directed and 
co-wrote the movie The Fluffer, 
which tells the story of gay-for- 
pay porn star Johnny Rebel (Scott 
Gurney) and Sean (Michael 
Cunio), the man who becomes 
obsessed with him when the copy 
of Citizen Kane he rents at his fa¬ 
vorite video store turns out to be 
Citizen Cum. 

Gregg Shapiro: The Fluffer opens 
with a quote about Narcissus 
from Ovid's Metamorphosis. How 
narcissistic does a person have to 
be to be working in the porn in¬ 
dustry? 

Wash Westmoreland: You 


don’t have to be a narcissist to 
work in the porn industry. There 
are lots of different reasons for 
doing porn. Our story centers on 
a gay-for-pay porn star, a straight 
guy who does gay pornos for 
money. Ultimately, it’s not an 
issue of whether he likes boys or 
girls, it’s that he gets turned on by 
the attention that’s sent his way. 
He’s really a complete narcissist 
and just wants to see his own re¬ 
flection in other people’s eyes. But 
we weren’t making a generaliza¬ 
tion about all porn stars. 

Richard Glatzer: It’s interest¬ 
ing, too, for Johnny Rebel — and 
I do think this is true of some 
other porn stars — uses the eco¬ 
nomic imperative as an excuse for 
gratifying narcissism. It’s always, 
“It’s about money. You don’t make 
money in straight porn.” But I 
think there is ultimately an ele¬ 
ment of narcissism for some peo¬ 
ple. 

WW: They like being wor¬ 
shipped. 

Did you have Scott Gurney in 
mind for the role of Johnny Rebel 
when you were casting the part? 

WW: It wasn’t written for 


Scott. We were auditioning lots of 
Johnny Rebels, who came in off 
the street. When Scott walked in, 
it was like electric in the room. He 
had this charisma and this kind of 
cocky attitude. He got the fun of 
the part. As soon as he left the 
room, we said, “That was Johnny 
Rebel. We just met him.” 

It was cool to see actual porn in¬ 
dustry people such as Chi Chi 
LaRue and Ron Jeremy in the 
movie as well. 

WW: There were a lot of porn 
people in there. The industry re¬ 
ally supported the making of this 
movie in tremendous ways. We 
used a porn office as our produc¬ 
tion office. We ran our film pro¬ 
duction from Men of Odyssey 
productions. I went into the porn 
industry to do research and actu¬ 
ally started making adult features. 
In the process, I made lots of 
friends and got to know a lot of 
the characters within the industry. 
When it came time to shoot the 
film, it seemed totally natural to 
bring these people on and have 
them in the movie. The movie 
came organically out of the porn 
industry. ▼

icon, Sean watches from behind a 
two-way mirror as Johnny loving¬ 
ly shaves his face and then kisses 
the mirror. 

Most important in anchoring 
this drama, which could have eas¬ 
ily devolved into pathos, is the 
acting. The minor players acquit 
themselves well. Adina Porter is 
especially incisive in her brief ap¬ 
pearances as Sean’s co-worker and 
confidante. And Roxanne Day 
registers strongly as Johnny’s 
world-weary girlfriend. But it’s 
Michael Cunio as the fucked-up 
obsessive, Scott Gurney as the 
beautiful monster, and the shift¬ 
ing perspectives on their relation¬ 
ship that make The Fluffer feel 
more real and affecting than it has 
any right to be. ▼ 
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Fantasy prevails

B lame a Catholic upbringing 
(I’m recovering now, thanks 
for asking), but confession is 
an important part of my psyche. 
Let me admit, then, that I had 
never read anything written by Ur¬ 
sula K. Le Guin. Fantasy just does¬ 
n’t appeal, you see, so I happily 
skipped her oeuvre. When her 
newest collection of short fiction, 
The Birthday of the World and 
Other Stories (HarperCollins, 
$24.95), came my way, I thought 



I’d read the Foreword (entirely out 
of guilt) and dismiss the rest. Oh, 
the shame when said Foreword 
captivated, entertained, and de¬ 
lighted. Revealed in this preamble 
was a writer who took the work se¬ 
riously, but not herself. Pretension 
and pomposity turned me from 
the fantasy genre in the first place, 
and here was a woman who ad¬ 


mitted that she had dropped a mil¬ 
lennium and forgotten an entire 
planet in her fictional universe. 

“Honest and earnest people,” 
she explained, “calling it the Hain- 
ish Universe, have tried to plot its 
history onto Time Lines. I call it 
the Ekumen, and I say it’s hopeless. 
Its Time Line is like something the 
kitten pulled out of the knitting 
basket, and its history consists 
largely of gaps.” 

Emboldened by the 
Foreword, I ventured 
cautiously but 
hopefully into the 
stories themselves, 
and was enchant¬ 
ed, and I mean 
that in a good way. 

Le Guin, it turns 
out, has lots to say about sexuality 
and the place of women and men 
in the universe, and child-rearing 
and all sorts of important topics, 
but she has her characters discuss 
these things, and only when said 
discussion is important to the plot 
and to both speaker and the listen¬ 
er. Le Guin’s characters are vivid 
and real and bursting with life, her 
plots compelling, her writing styl¬ 
ish, elegant, a pleasure to savor. 

I enjoyed all the stories, but the 
one that simply won’t go away is 
“Paradises Lost.” Space is so vast, 
and the distances even to the 
nearest stars so great, that dealing 
with the time problem is the first 
thing most authors tackle. 
Whether by velocities many times 
the speed of light or some sort of 
suspended animation, time might 
pass, but the characters don’t re¬ 
ally age. Le Guin chooses instead 
to explore the journey itself. She 


posits generations born on the 
Discovery who never knew the 
Earth their ancestors left behind, 
and will never know the New 
Earth toward which they journey. 
What becomes of generations for 
whom “the world” is the ship on 
which they travel — a world of 
perfect climate, abundant food, 
almost no disease — is a continu¬ 
ally fascinating and always 
entertaining explo¬ 
ration. The Birth¬ 
day of the World is 
an extraordinary 
collection, and it con¬ 
vinced me that nothing 
could be finer 
than to read and 
revel in the com¬ 
plete works of 
Ursula K. Le Guin. 

More shorts 

I owe Le Guin for more than 
pleasure, as she supplies, also in 
her Foreword, a name for David 
Ebershoff’s collection of short 
stories, The Rose City (Viking, 
$23.95), all of which occur in, or 
are about people from, or going 
to, Pasadena. Le Guin suggests 
that such a collection should be 
called a story suite, and that 
sounds like the perfect choice for 
The Rose City. You wouldn’t think 
that Pasadena is much of an an¬ 
chor for these stunning stories, 
but it turns out that Pasadena is 
the perfect choice: not exactly a 
small town, but not a megalopolis 
like New York or Chicago. Eber- 
shoff explores the telling moment 
in heroes’ lives, as when a life 
changes forever in “Chuck Paa.” 
When Reggie’s father finds him in 
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“The Dress,” they both know that 
their relationship has changed ir¬ 
reparably. “Trespass” will, I expect, 
speak volumes to every one of us 
who, at the moment we discov¬ 
ered our sexuality, felt utterly 
alone in the universe. I had a 
cousin who was gay, and I still felt 
like the only queer in the world. 
Ebershoff captures that aloneness, 
brilliantly, but he also creates a 
world in which there is the possi¬ 
bility of discovering a kindred 
spirit who can provide comfort, 
direction, hope. The stories in The 
Rose City have the richness and 
complexity of a great novel, and 
the emotional payoff of a perfect 
poem. His characters live on in 
the memory and the heart. I felt 
as if I knew these people, and had 


participated in their lives.

Disco fever

The Winter of Our Discotheque by 
Andrew W.M. Beierle; Kensing¬ 
ton Books, $23 

W ith a title like The Winter 
of Our Discotheque, no 
one perusing the shelves 
at A Different Light bookstore is 
likely to mistake Andrew W.M. 
Beierle’s first novel for an existen¬ 
tial meditation on the meaning of 
life. As one might expect, the book 
is a big, unapologetically trashy 
wallow in the excesses of pre-AIDS 
queer fabulousness. As an early 
candidate for the perfect mindless 
beach read of the summer, The 
Winter of Our Discotheque boogies 
right to the head of the conga line. 

Young Tony Alexamenos is a 
Greek-American grease monkey 
working in his alcoholic father’s 
South Beach gas station. The book 
opens in 1969, the day before Judy 
Garland’s death, as Tony, an 
18-year-old surf bum, runs 
half-dressed toward the waiting gas 
tank of Dallas Eden’s 1959 Cadillac 
convertible. Eden, the morbidly 
obese queer son of aging silent 
screen goddess Eve Eden, lives on the 
family’s Florida estate, a few towns 
away from Tony’s gas station. One 
look at the unwashed Greek god 
sends Eden’s heart into palpitations. 
And with this chaste, early morning 
fill-up, Tony Alexander (nee: Alexa¬ 
menos) begins his sluttish climb up 
the ladder of queer success. 

Tony, of course, is a physically 
stunning specimen who turns 
heads every time he enters a 
room. His white trash Floridian 
upbringing just makes him that 
much more attractive to wealthy 
Dallas Eden and a succession of 
male lovers Tony encounters on 
his way to becoming the country’s 
top male fashion model. 

To his credit, author Beierle 
seems smugly aware that he’s 
spinning a yarn from the same 
cliches that fueled Jacqueline Su- 
sann’s Valley of the Dolls and a 
host of other, similar ’60s sleaze- 
fests, like Harold Robbins’ The 



Carpetbaggers. But this one is 
100% queer, with nary a female 
character in sight. Beierle reveals 
a tongue firmly planted in cheek 
via some of the names he chooses 
for his characters. My personal fa¬ 
vorite is the firm name of Man¬ 
hattan’s undertaker to the stars: 
Lowe 8c B. Holde. And the chap¬ 
ter involving Dallas Eden’s funer¬ 
al is unquestionably the sharpest 
and funniest writing in the novel. 

By the end of The Winter of 
Our Discotheque, Beierle has gone 
way over the top and seems to 
have written himself into a corner. 
Tony has blown yet another love 
affair, this time with the great love 
of his life, a double amputee he 
met in a New York fetish bar 
named “de Milo’s” (think about 
it). The novel’s final climax (if 
you’ll excuse the expression) in¬ 
volves the fire-bombing of a Flori¬ 
da drag bar, with most of the 
novel’s surviving protagonists 
conveniently present. Although 
this concluding episode is con¬ 
trived and anti-climactic, Beierle 
must be given credit for the in¬ 
spired lunacy of his own creation. 

The Winter of Our Discotheque 
won’t be on the short list for this 
year’s PEN/Faulkner Award, but 
I’ll bet it flies off the bookshelves. 
Tough times call for tough medi¬ 
cine, and this little cup of homo¬ 
sexual hemlock may be just what 
Dr. Kevorkian ordered. ▼

Nicolas Gombert- Magnificats 1- 
4 - The Tallis Scholars (Gimmell) 

E lthough Flemish Renaissance 

- composer Nicolas Gombert 
* m (c. 1495-C.1560) is not well 
known, he was certainly known to 
Charles V. Gombert joined the 
Emperor’s chapel as a singer in 
1526, and by 1529 he was master of 
the choirboys in the Imperial 
Chapel. According to a contempo¬ 
rary physician named Girolamo 
Cardano, the Emperor at one point 
had Gombert imprisoned in a gal¬ 
ley after he was convicted of mo¬ 
lesting a choirboy in his care. 

Gombert secured his release by 
composing his last major works, a 
set of eight Magnificats, one on 
each of the eight tones. The 
music, generally regarded as 
Gombert’s masterpiece, so pleased 
Charles V that Gombert was par¬ 
doned and allowed to retire to a 
benefice in Tournai, where he at 


one point served as a canon of the 
Cathedral. 

In the first of two discs devot¬ 
ed to Gombert’s eight Magnifi¬ 
cats, Peter Phillips and his famed 
Tallis Scholars attempt to make a 
good case for Gombert’s music. 
Gombert favors lower voices: we 
have four altos (three of whom 
are male), eight tenors, and four 
basses in many of these Magnifi¬ 
cats, but only two sopranos. The 
radiant voice of soprano Tessa 
Bonner, usually heard with the 
Tallis Scholars, here surfaces only 
briefly in the opening Antiphon, 
which lasts less than two minutes. 

Gombert’s dense music has a 
lot going on, with a fair amount 
of coming and going between 
voices moving in a close range. As 
the Magnificats progress through 
the tones from 1 to 8, Gombert 
adds more voices, making the 
writing even more complex. He 
sets the even-numbered verses to 
polyphony, and leaves the odd- 
numbered ones to chant. 

The results, including a num-

ber of dissonances, are a bit unset¬ 
tling, hardly as comfortable as lis¬ 
tening to the Palestrina or Josquin 
for which this group is famed. Es¬ 
pecially when heard as presented 
here, separated by chanted An¬ 
tiphons that traditionally would 
have been sung before the Magni¬ 
ficat and repeated after it, the ex¬ 
perience is far more one of 
Catholic piety than of luxuriating 
in God’s grace and beneficence. 

The Tallis Scholars perform a 
varied program in Stanford’s 
Memorial Chapel on Friday, 
March 22 (for tickets, call (650) 
725-2787) and in Berkeley’s First 
Congregational Church on Satur¬

Jazz is gay 


I t’s all about experimentation, playing 
unexpected riffs, reaching goals from 
different directions, trying out three¬ 
somes, foursomes, group gropes and 
blind feeling. It’s steamy, sultry, down- 
beat, upbeat, offbeat, oddly familiar, 
nakedly strange, like the unpredictable 
beat of the Beats. Jazz offers openings for 
all sensations. Anyone who gets jazz gets 
what it means to play fast and loose with 
boundaries. Jazz women and men who 
are straight understand queer. They’re 
forever queering up their music, maybe 
not with respect to sex, but always with 
regard to form. Jazz artists who are queer 
play every blue note with authenticity, 
just as their straight peers do. Does sex¬ 
uality matter in jazz? It’s not who puts 
what where, but how they do it — and 
how well. Good jazz feels like good sex, 
and vice versa. In jazz, there’s no mis¬ 
sionary position, wham-bam-thank- 
you-ma’am uptightness. All the lovin’ is 
fluid, all the positions explored. The jazz 
muse breaks out of traditional patterns, 
just as the gay muse does. Does that 
make jazz gay? It’s all a matter of seman¬ 
tics and perception. If it feels gay.... 

This dodgy musing comes to you 
just in time for week two of “SFJAZZ 
Spring Season 2002,” which is not to be 
confused with the main SFJAZZ festival 
in the fall. The spring season, also under 
the splendid artistic direction of hot 
saxophonist Joshua Redman, continues 
through June, with March — Women’s 
Month — dedicated to jazz women. 

Next up on the schedule, on Friday, 
March 22 at Herbst Theatre (8 p.m.): 
“The Music of Gil Evans and Maria 
Schneider,” featuring the Maria 
Schneider Orchestra with special guest 
trumpeter Ingrid Jensen. Schneider is 
an arranger with a powerhouse sound, 
a one-time protege of immortal jazz 
arranger Gil Evans. She’ll perform her 
own works as well as the arrangements 
her late mentor created for Miles Davis 
and others.

A word to the unwise

|| 1 1 rotherhood and sisterhood 
in the leather community 
i w are bonds that can’t be bro¬ 
ken except by disrespect and dis¬ 
honor. Fortunately, the great ma¬ 
jority of take pride in our com¬ 
munity, and work to uphold the 
highest standards. Yet in rare, un¬ 
fortunate circumstances, even 
leather people stumble and fall. 
I’ll mention no names, but many 
in the community know well of 
whom I speak.

World of sound

D uring times of war, the 
world seems both very large, 
as a conflict plays out far 
away, and very small, as every de¬ 
tail plays out on televisions in our 
homes. We are made more aware 
of our cultural differences, and at 
the same time, our similarities. 
Music is one such common 
thread, and there are plenty of 
mind-expanding world music re¬ 
leases from which to choose. 

With a great deal of attention re¬ 
cently focused on the Pakistan/India 
border, I begin by suggesting some 
South Asian listening materials. Fe¬ 
male Asian fusion pioneer Sheila 
Chandra released two albums in 
2001. One was a reissue of her 1985 
album The Struggle (Narada 
World), and the other was This Sen¬ 
tence Is True (The Previous Sentence 
Is False) (Shakti), her first album of 
new material in five years, per¬ 
formed with the Ganges Orchestra. 
Chandra also appears on Women of 
the World (Real World), a various 
artists compilation that also in¬ 
cludes Susheela Raman, Yungchen 
Lhamo, and Susana Baca. Lead 
singer Mona Jethmalani gives 
Karma Sutra their unique sound on 
their album Prana (Diva Nation). 

The Afro-Celt Sound System’s 
latest album Volume 3: Further in 
Time (Real World) features guest 
performances by Peter Gabriel 
and Robert Plant. As on their pre¬ 
vious discs, ACSS has created a 
sound that is both exotic and ac¬ 
cessible. The instrumentation 
merges acoustic (guitar, bouzou- 
ki, mandolin, bodhran, whistles, 
tabla) with keyboard and drum 
programming for a traditional 
and transcendental sound on 
tracks such as “When You’re 
Falling” and “Go On Through.” 

Like the Afro-Celt Sound Sys¬ 
tem, composer and multi-instru¬ 
mentalist Badawi (Raz Mesinai) 
blurs the line between the acoustic 
and electronic worlds on his 


album of Middle Eastern dub, Sol¬ 
dier ofMidian (Roir). By sampling 
his own live playing and adding 
electronic touches, Badawi creates 
a sound that makes it difficult to 
sit still. Imagine a rave in Kabul 
(as if) when you hear tracks such 
as “Evocation” and “Dehydration.” 

As controversial a performer as 
his late father Fela Kuti, African 
recording artist Femi Kuti took a 
brave step in writing and record¬ 
ing the anthemic “Stop AIDS” on 
his album Fight to Win (MCA). A 
purveyor of the Afro-beat, Femi 
Kuti believes that “music will 
bring Africa back on the world 
map,” and the dozen songs on his 
album, including opening track 
“Do Your Best” (featuring a guest 
appearance by Mos Def) and clos¬ 
ing track “Missing Link” (featur¬ 
ing a guest appearance by Com¬ 
mon), attempt to make that state¬ 
ment a reality. 

Thirst for Afro-pop 

A hybrid of Afro-pop sounds, 
Olajope (Six Degrees) by Batidos 
(Jay Rodriguez and Ron Trent) 
takes its various influences seri¬ 
ously. The duo even goes as far as 
having Cuban musical legend 
Chucho Valdes play keyboards on 
the Afro-jazz opening track “Just 
a Dream,” and piano on the unde¬ 
niably Latin-spiced “Tengo Sed.” 

Honored early in 2001 with 
the release of the 20-track “very 
best of” collection One Love, Bob 
Marley & the Wailers were also 
the subject of Trenchtown Days: 
Birth of a Legend (Epic/Legacy). 
The earliest recording on One 
Love was made in 1973. Trench- 
town Days goes as far back as the 
early-to-mid-’60s. Its 20 tunes 
give the listener a good idea of the 
evolution that was occurring in 
Jamaican music. 

When talking about reggae, it’s 
important not to overlook the 
other bands whose contributions 
made the genre what it is today. 
The Best of Toots & the Maytals: 
The Millennium Collection (Is¬ 


land) attempts to give one such 
band their due. Frederick “Toots” 
Hibbert wrote some of his band’s 
biggest hits, including “Funky 
Kingston,” and “Reggae Got Soul.” 

More reggae classics can be 
found on the reissues of the back 
catalog of the renowned 
Greensleeves reggae label. Albums 
by artists such as Eek-A-Mouse, 
Beenie Man, Shaggy, Gregory 
Isaacs, Dennis Brown, Yellowman, 
and Wailing Souls are now avail¬ 
able on CD. 

While Ricky Martin, Enrique 
Iglesias, and Shakira appear to be 
interested in shedding their inter¬ 
national attributes in favor of a 
more homogenized sound, the 
Latin rock scene continues to ex¬ 
pand globally. On De noche en la 
ciudad (EMI Latin/Virgin Mex), 
Aleks Syntek puts his own stamp 
on songs written and performed 
in a variety of styles, such as dance 
(“Solo por ti”), the power ballad 
(“Juve Angeles”), and power pop 
(“Para ti”), without ever sacrific¬ 
ing their origin or originality. 

As with her previous release Tree 
of Life, Lila Downs sings, in Spanish 
and English, about the experience 
of immigrants and migrant work¬ 
ers in her warm alto, taking an un¬ 
deniable pride in her musical her¬ 
itage. Highlights include “El 
Feo/The Ugly One” and “Cora- 
zoncito Tirano/Little Tyrant Heart.” 

Sing Along with Los Straitjack- 
ets (Cavalcade/Yep Roc) truly is a 
“sing-a-long” experience. A 
baker’s dozen guest performers 
take the vocal leads while Los 
Straitjackets ably play along. Raul 
Malo, formerly of the Mavericks, 
sings “Black Is Black,” Mark Lind¬ 
say (of Paul Revere & the Raiders 
fame) takes the mic on “Treat Her 
Right,” El Vez puts the crown on 
“Rey Criollo,” Exene Cervenka (of 
X) marks the spot on “I’ll Go 
Down Swinging,” and British 
punk legend Nick Lowe supplies 
the lead bass for Los Straitjackets’ 
cover of his very own “Shake that 
Rat.” T
